No  deecription  of  Germany — no  picture  of  ® 
German  life  and  manners — can  be  complete  I  f 
which  does  not  give  some  account  of  the  < 
out-door  recreations  of  the  people  ;  for  this !  | 
is  a  large  part  of  their  existence  ;  it  is  a  fea-  ^ 
tore  of  their  national  character,  and  an  im-  1 
portant  element  in  their  national  life.  To  * 
know  a  people  well,  one  must  see  them  not  ‘ 
only  in  business,  but  in  their  lighter  hours.  ‘ 
One  may  travel  through  Glermany  from  the  * 
Baltic  to  the  Adriatic,  and  see  all  the  Pal-  | 
woes  and  Museums  and  Picture  Galleries,  ^ 
and  yet  be  wholly  ignorant  of  the  people.  * 
But  if  he  has  the  good  fortune  to  know  a  ’ 
single  German  family  of  the  better  class,  ^ ' 
into  which  he  may  be  received,  not  as  a  1 1 
stranger,  but  as  a  guest  and  a  friend — where  ' 
he  can  see  the  interior  of  a  German  home,  ’ 
and  mark  the  strong  affection  of  parents  ' 
and  children,  of  brothers  and  sisters — ^he 
will  get  a  better  idea  of  the  real  character 
of  the  people,  than  by  months  of  living  in 
hotels.  Next  to  the  sacred  interior  of  the 
home,  the  pitblic  garden  is  the  place  where 
the  Gei  man  appears  with  least  formality  and 
disguise*  and  in  his  natural  character. 

Since  I  came  to  Europe,  1  have  been  in 
no  mood  to  seek  amusement.  Indeed  if  I 
had  followed  my  own  impulse,  it  would  have 
been  to  shun  every  public  resort,  to  live  a  i 
very  solitary  life,  going  only  to  the  most  | 
retired  places,  and  seeking  only  absolute  , 
seclusion  and  repose.  But  that  is  not  good  | 
for  us  in  moments  of  sorrow.  The  mind  is 
apt  to  become  morbid  and  gloomy.  This 
is  not  the  lesson  which  those  who  have  gone 
before  would  have  us  learn.  On  the  contra¬ 
ry,  they  desire  to  have  us  happy,  and  bid 
TU  with  their  dying  breath  seek  new  activi¬ 
ty,  new  scenes,  and  new  mental  occupation, 
to  bind  us  to  life. 

Besides,  I  have  bad  not  only  myself  to 
consider,  but  a  yoting  life  beside  me.  In 
addition  to  that,  we  have  now  a  third  mem¬ 
ber  of  our  party.  At  Hamburg  we  were  | 
joined  by  my  nephew,  a  Lieutenant  in  the  I 
Navy,  who  is  attached  to  the  Flagship  Frank¬ 
lin,  now  cruising  in  the  Baltic,  and  who  ob¬ 
tained  leave  of  absence  for  a  month  to  join 
his  sister,  and  is  travelling  with  ns  in  Ger¬ 
many.  &Ba..]U)iii>g  cAesr,  full  of 

life,  and  enters  into  everything  with  the 
greatest  zeal.  So  beguiled  by  these  two 
young  spirits,  I  have  been  led  to  see  more 
than  I  otherwise  should  of  the  open-air  life  j 
and  recreations  of  these  simple-hearted  Ger¬ 
mans  ;  and  I  will  briefly  describe  what  I 
have  seen,  as  the  basis  of  one  or  two  reflec¬ 
tions. 

To  begin  with  Hamburg.  This  is  one  of 
the  most  beautiful  cities  in  Germany.  One 
part  is  indeed  old  and  dingy,  in  which  the 
narrow  streets  are  overhung  with  houses  of 
a  former  century,  now  gone  to  decay.  But 
as  we  go  back  from  the  river,  we  mount 
higher,  and  come  into  an  entirely  different 
town,  with  vride  streets,  lined  with  large  and  J 
imposing  buildings.  This  part  of  the  city 
was  swept  by  a  great  fire  a  few  years  ago, 
and  has  been  very  handsomely  rebuilt.  But 
the  peculiar  beauty  of  Hamburg  is  formed 
by  a  small  stream,  the  Alster,  which  runs 
through  the  city,  and  empties  into  the  Elbe, 
and  which  is  dammed  up  so  as  to  form  what 
is  called  by  courtesy  a  lake,  and  what  is  cer¬ 
tainly  a  very  pretty  sheet  of  water.  Around 
this  are  grouped  the  largest  hotels,  and  some 
of  the  finest  buildings  of  the  city,  and  this 
is  the  centre  of  its  joyous  life,  especially  at 
the  close  of  the  day.  When  evening  comes 
on,  all  Hambnrgflocks  to  the  “  Alster-dam.” 
Our  hotel  was  on  this  lake,  and  from  our 
windows  we  had  every  evening  the  most  ani¬ 
mated  scene.  The  water  was  covered  with 
boats,  among  which  the  swans  glided  about 
without  fear.  The  quays  were  lighted  up 
brilliantly,  and  the  oaf&  swarmed  with  peo¬ 
ple,  all  enjoying  the  cool  evening  air.  Both 
sexes  and  all  ages  were  abroad  to  share  in 
the  general  gayety  of  the  hour. 

Some  rigid  moralists  might  look  upon  this 
with  stem  eyes,  as  if  it  were  a  scene  of  sin¬ 
ful  enjoyment,  as  if  men  had  no  right  thus 
to  be  happy  in  this  wicked  world.  But  I 
confess  I  looked  upon  it  with  very  different 
feelings.  The  enjoyment  was  of  the  most 
simple  and  innocent  kind.  Famflies  were 
all  together,  father  and  mother,  brothers 
and  sisters,  while  little  children  ran  about 
at  play.  I  have  rarely  looked  on  a  prettier 
scene,  and  although  I  had  no  part  nor  lot 
in  it,  although  I  was  a  stranger  there,  and 
walked  among  these  crowds  (done,  still  it  did 
my  heart  good  to  see  that  there  was  so  much 
happiness  in  this  sad  and  weary  world. 

From  Hamburg  we  came  to  Berlin,  where 
the  same  features  were  reproduced  on  a  larger 
^^ale.  As  we  drove  through  the  streets  at 
ten  o’clock  at  night,  we  passed  a  large  pub¬ 
lic  garden,  brilliantly  lighted  up,  and  throng¬ 
ed  with  people,  from  which  came  the  sound 
of  music,  and  were  told  that  it  was  one  of 
the  most  fashionable  resorts  of  the  capital ; 
and  so  the  next  evening — after  a  day  at 
Potsdam,  where  we  were  wearied  with  sight¬ 
seeing— we  took  our  rest  here.  Imagine  a 
vast  enclosure  lighted  up  with  thousands  of 
gas  jets,  and  thronged  with  thousands  of 
people,  with  three  bands  of  music  to  relieve 
each  other.  There  were  hundreds  of  little 
tables,  each  with  its  group  around  it,  all 
chatting  with  the  utmost  animation.

out  of  doors ;  and  here,  seated  among  the  j 
rest,  we  take  our  dinner,  entertained  (as ' 
sovereigns  are  wont  to  enteiftain  their  royal 
guests  at  State  dinners)  with  a  band  of  mu¬ 
sic  in  the  intervals  of  the  feast,  which  gives 
a  new  zest,  a  touch  of  Oriental  luxury,  to 
our  very  simple  repast.  1 

At  Dresden  we  were  at  the  Hotel  Bellune,  | 
which  is  close  to  the  Elbe,  and  there  was  a  i 
public  garden  on  the  bank  of  the  river,  right 
under  our  windows.  Every  evening  we  sat 
on  the  terrace  attached  to  the  hotel,  and 
heard  the  music,  and  watched  the  pleasure 
boats  darting  up  and  down  the  river. 

But  of  all  the  cities  of  Germany,  the  one 
where  this  out-door  life  is  carried  to  the 
greatest  perfection,  is  here  in  Vienna.  We 
arrived  when  the  weather  was  very  hot. 
For  the  first  time  this  Summer  in  Europe 
we  had  been  really  oppressed  with  the  heat. 
The  sun  blazed  fiercely,  and  as  we  drove 
about  the  city  seeing  sights,  we  felt  that  we 
were  martyrs  suffering  in  a  good  cause.  We 
were  told  that  the  heat  was  very  unusual. 
The  only  relief  and  restoration  after  such 
days  was  an  evening  ride.  So  as  the  sun 
was  setting  we  took  a  carriage  and  made  the 
circuit  of  the  Bingstrasse,  the  Boulevards 
laid  out  on  the  site  of  the  old  walls,  ending 
with  the  Prater,  that  immense  Park,  where 
two  yeais  ago  the  great  Exposition  was  held, 
and  where  the  buildings  still  stand.  This  is 
the  place  of  concourse  of  the  Viennese  on  gala 
j  days,  when  the  Emperor  turns  out,  and  all 
the  Austrian  and  Hungarian  nobility  with 
their  splendid  equipages  (the  Hungarians 
have  an  Oriental  fondness  for  gilded  trap¬ 
pings,)  making  a  sight  which  is  said  to  be 
more  dazzling  than  can  be  seen  even  in  the 
Hyde  Park  of  Lotrdotk,  or  the  Boia  de  Bou¬ 
logne  at  Paris. 


THE  GIFT.  WHO  IS  BEABTI

A  pargraph  in  the  last  Evamoxust  an¬ 
nounces  that  the  Christian  people  of  Phila¬ 
delphia  have  quite  f5  confident  hope  that 
Messrs.  Moody  and  Sankey  will  commence 
their  campaign  of  preaching  in  the  “  Qua¬ 
ker  City.”  The  New  York  papers  of  this 
morning  contain  an  eloquent  appeal  from 
Chicago  to  open  the  campaign  there — in  the 
old  home  of  both  the  preacher  and  the 
singer.  We  in  Brooklyn  can  present  many 
cogent  arguments  for  an  early  visit  of  the 
two  Evangelists  to  this  community  of  half  a 
million  souls.  So  can  New  York ;  and  many 
another  city.  Where  our  two  sagacious 
brethren  shall  decide  to  unfurl  the  Gospel- 
ensign  and  first  call  for  recruits  to  King 
Jesus,  must  be  determined  by  the  leadings  of 
Providence. 

Two  things  are  very  certain.  One  is  that 
Brothers  Moody  and  Sankey  are  not  nbi* 
quitous  ;  they  cannot  preach  in  every  city 
and  town  which  is  now  inviting  them  so 
importunately.  The  other  truth,  and  the 
very  truth  that  we  are  all  in  danger  of  for¬ 
getting,  is  that  the  blessed  Spirit  i$  ubiquit¬ 
ous,  and  is  ready  to  visit  all  our  commiini- 
ties  at  the  same  time,  and  just  when  God’s 
people  seek  aright  for  His  presence. 

While  thousands  are  looking  towards 
Northfleld,  and  crying  out  “  Come  and  help 
us,”  the  humble-minded  servant  of  Jesus, 
who  is  quietly  recruiting  his  strength  at 
Northfleld,  might  respond — “  Call  not  upon 
me ;  call  upon  my  Master.  Look  not  to 
me ;  look  higher !  It  is  not  my  office  to 
give  the  Holy  Spirit,  or  to  bring  a  revival. 
I  am  but  a  rod  or  a  trumpet  in  God’s  hands. 
The  awakening  and  converting  Spirit  is 
Qod'sgift.  GotoHm.” 

Such  thoughts  as  these  must  force  them¬ 
selves  into  our  brother’s 
receives  these  many  earnest  petitions  for 
his  presence  and  his  preaching.  The  dan¬ 
ger  is  that  our  churches  may  forget  that 
there  is  an  infinitely  mightier  and  more 
glorious  gift  than  any  preacher  on  earth, 
which  is  within  the  reach  of  all  our  churches, 
in  town  or  country,  the  broad  land  over. 
It  is  the  “gift  of  the  Holy  Spirit.”  With¬ 
out  Him,  the  most  powerful  preaching  and 
the  most  entrancing  song  is  but  “sounding 
brass.”  With  Him,  the  weakest  pteach- 
ing  becomes  the  “power  of  Gk>d  to  salva¬ 
tion.” 

That  glorious  GIFT  is  waiting  for  us. 
We  need  send  no  committees  after  it.  We 
need  not  wait  to  erect  huge  tabernacles  to 
accommodate  the  celestial  visitant.  The 
gift  is  at  the  door,  both  of  freestone  tem¬ 
ples  in  the  cities  and  of  log  cabins  in  the 
wilderness.  God  is  waiting  for  us  to  move. 
He  stands  at  the  door  of  every  sanctuary, 
every  prayer-meeting,  yes,  of  every  heart, 
and  knocks.  He  has  in  His  hand  the  “  gift 
of  eternal  life.”  It  is  our  business  to  pull 
back  the  bolts  of  sloth  and  selfishness,  and 
take  down  the  abominable  bars  of  unbelief. 
It  is  our  business  to  swing  open  the  rusty 
doors,  and  let  in  the  glorious  CKver  and 
His  gift.  “  To  as  many  as  receive  Him,”  He 
gives  the  power  to  become  His  sons;  we  have 
but  to  “open,”  and  wo  shall  be  filled. 

To  be  sure,  this  means  a  great  deal.  It 
means  honest  soul-humbling  prayer.  It 
means  a  new  crucifixion  of  our  self-seeking, 
a  new  scourging  of  our  indolence,  a  new 
longing  after  Jesus.  It  means  work  for 
sinners.  Opening  the  door  for  the  incom¬ 
ing  of  the  Spirit  into  our  hearts,  is  more 
than  a  listening  to  sweet  hymns,  or  seraphic 
sermons ;  it  is  a  dying  unto  sin  that  Jesus 
may  live  anew  in  ns. 

Who  is  ready  to  open  the  door?  The 
“gift”  is  waiting  outside.  Instead  of 
climbing  up  to  our  windows  and  looking 
out  wistfully  towards  Northfleld  or  New¬ 
castle  for  the  coming  of  two  humble  ser¬ 
vants  of  the  living  God,  let  ns  fling  open 
our  hearts,  and  welcome  the  living  Spirit 
of  God  Himself.  He  has  the  gift  we  are 
perishing  for.  “Let  the  King  of  glory 
come  in  I  ”

Just  now,  of  course,  all  this 
fashionable  element  has  fled  the  city,  and  is 
enjoying  life  at  the  German  watering  places. 
But  as  there  are  still  left  seven  or  eight  hun¬ 
dred  thousand  people,  they  must  find  some 
way  to  bear  the  heats  of  Summer  ;  and  so 
they  flock  to  the  Prater.  The  trees  are  all 
ablaze  with  light ;  half  a  dozen  bands  of 
music  are  in  full  blast,  and  “  all  the  world 
is  gay.”  It  is  truly  “  a  midsummer  night’s 
dream.”  I  was  especially  attracted  to  a 
Concert  Ghirden  where  the  band,  a  very 
large  one,  was  composed  of  women.  To  be 
sure  there  were  half  a  dozen  men  sprinkled 
among  the  performers,  but  they  seemed  to 
have  subordinate  parts — only  blowing  away 
at  the  wind  instruments — while  all  the 
stringed  instruments  were  played  by  del¬ 
icate  female  hands.  It  was  quite  pretty  to 
see  how  deftly  they  held  the  violins,  and 
what  sweet  music  they  wrung  from  the 
strings.  Two  or  three  young  maidens  stood 
beside  the  bass-viols,  which  were  taller  than 
themselves,  and  a  trim  figure,  that  might 
have  been  that  of  a  French  vivandiere,  beat 
the  drum.  The  conductor  was  of  course  a 
woman,  and  marshalled  her  forces  with 
wonderful  spirit.  I  don’t  know  whether 
the  music  was  very  fine  or  not  (for  I  am 
not  a  judge  in  such  matters),  but  I  applaud¬ 
ed  vigorously,  because  I  Uked  the  independ¬ 
ence 


of  the  thing,  and  have  some  admira- 
tioh,  if  not  sympathy,  for  the  spirit  of  these 
heroic  reformers,  who  wish  to  “  put  down 
these  men.” 

But  the  chief  musical  glory  of  Vienna  is 
the  Volksgarten,  where  Strauss’s  famous 
band  plays,  and  there  we  spent  our  last 
night  in  Vienna.

Then 
Strauss  came  to  the  front — not  Johann — 
(who  has  become  so  famous  that  the  Empe¬ 
ror  has  appropriated  him  to  himself,  so  that 
he  can  now  play  only  for  the  royal  family 
and  their  guests,)  but  his  brother  Edward. 
He  is  a  little  man,  whose  body  seems  to  be 
set  on  springs,  and  to  be  put  in  motion  by 
music.  While  leading  the  orchestra,  of  some 
forty  performers,  he  was  as  one  inspired — he 
fairly  danced  with  excitement ;  it  seemed  as 
if  he  hardly  touched  the  earth,  but  floated 
in  air,  his  body  swaying  hither  and  thither 
to  the  sound  of  music.  When  he  had  fin¬ 
ished,  the  military  band  responded,  and  so 
it  continued  the  whole  evening. 

The  Garden  was  illuminated  not  only 
with  gas  lamps,  but  with  other  lights  not 
set  down  in  the  programme.  The  day  had 
been  terribly  hot,  and  as  we  drove  to  the 
Garden,  dark  masses  of  cloud  were  gather¬

THE  KEFORT  FBOH  EUeiBA. 

A  nroBi  look  at  tkooo  “lUrtling  faeti.” 
When  Niagara  thunders,  the  world  should 
be  expected  to  attend,  and  it  is  not  surprising 


how  long  and  why  engaged  in  them,  how  many 
are  disabled,  leaving  how  many  really  “wait¬ 
ing  for  some  one  to  hire  them  ’’ — all  this  is  of 
no  moment  to  inquire.  Suspecting  the  true 
state  of  the  case,  I  requested  three  brethren 


that  the  late  emphatic  voice  from  that  quarter  j  jjj  gyno<],  of  wide  acquaintance  and  sound 

judgment,  to  go  over  the  unemployed  in  West¬ 
ern  New  York  Synod,  man  by  man,  and  give 
their  separate  estimates.  It  would  not  be 
proper  to  publish  in  detail  the  notes  they 
made;  but  their  conclusion  is  identical  with 
the  one  I  had  already  reached,  that  the  report 
of  more  than  one-third  of  the  qualified  minis¬ 
ters  of  Western  New  York  Synod  as  out  of 
employmmt,  is  wretchedly  unadvised  and  in¬ 
jurious.  There  is  no  such  proportion,  nor 
scarcely  an  approach  to  it.  A  large  percent¬ 
age,  as  I  have  suggested,  are  superannuated, 
and  cannot  take  regular  service ;  many  more 
are  in  impaired  health,  unfitting  them  for  con¬ 
stant  duty ;  a  considerable  number  are  more 
useful  as  Prof.,  Prln.,  Tea.,  or  Sec. ;  not  a  few 
have  gone  into  secular  callings — some  of  them 
many  years  ago — as  being  either  more  conge¬ 
nial,  lucrative,  serviceable  to  feeble  constitu¬ 
tions,  or  evidently  the  sphere  to  which  they 
were  really  called.  The  number  of  unemploy¬ 
ed  brethren  in  that  Synod  who  really  would 
and  should  take  a  pastorate,  and  at  the  same 
time  have  reaisonable  qualifications  for  it,  is 
very  small.  So  far  from  being  a  third,  it  is 
hardly  a  thirtieth. 

I  believe  the  same  is  true  of  the  Synods  gen¬ 
erally.  One  of  our  largest  Presbyteries  in  ano¬ 
ther  State,  like  a  Synod  for  size,  reports  a 
fourth  as  not  ministerially  employed — a  fine 
chance  again  for  sensational  statistics.  But 
one  of  the  most  learned,  judicious,  and  es¬ 
teemed  pastors  in  that  Presbytery  is  compel- 
i  led  to«  oommratary  of  this  sort :  "  Laid  aside 
by  old  age,  deafness,  or  other  physical  infirm¬ 
ities,  six ;  advanced  in  years,  and  quite  useful 
as  temporary  supplies,  three  ;  ‘  W.  C’s  ’  I  never 
saw,  who  never  attend  Presbytery,  and  are 
probably  incapables,  three ;  ‘  W.  C’s  ’  half  sec¬ 
ularized  in  medicine,  and  wholly  absorbed  ju¬ 
dicially,  as  Justice  of  the  Peace,  two.”  One 
brother  has  fine  qualifications,  but  is  com¬ 
fortably  off,  and  makes  little  effort  for  a  posi¬ 
tion — he  is  one  year  out  of  work.  And  thus 
the  commentary  runs,  until  at  the  close  this 
writer  adds, 

“No  man  of  fair  pulpit  and  pastoral  abili¬ 
ties  is  unsettled  as  P.  or  S.  S.  who  wants  to 
be,  or  rather  who  is  willing  to  take  the  place 
his  abilities  deserve.  I  believe  our  Church  is 
ready  to  give  work  to  every  man  who  is  really 
qualified  for  her  ministry.  But  she  doesn’t 
want  men  destitute  of  oommonsense,  however 
gifted  Intellectually ;  nor  men  devoid  of  intel¬ 
lectual  power,  nor  men  too  proud  to  adapt 
themselves  to  any  sphere,  nor  men  as  cold 
and  unsympathetic  as  an  iceberg.” 

Take  another  large  Presbytery,  a  good  deal 
further  east  than  Niagara.  It  has  only  little 
lees  than  60  members,  but  of  these  22  are  nei¬ 
ther  “  P.”  nor  “  S.  8.  ” ;  a  good  deal  more  than 
one-third,  f  Its  statistics  would  make  a  fine 
show  in  the  Niagara  rapids.  But  when  you 
are  not  too  rapid  to  refiect  on  the  reason  for 
this  state  of  things,  the  cataract  runs  dry  and 
loses  its  thunder.  At  least  thirteen  of  the  un 
employed  are  on  jihe  superannuate  or  invalid 


should  begin  to  wake  the  echoes.  A  recent 
reverberation  from  Wilmington  (see  Evangel¬ 
ist  of  Sept.  2d)  assures  us  that  “the  startling 
busts  and  conclusions  of  the  Niagara  Presby¬ 
tery  Beport  deserve  special  attention."  I  sus¬ 
pected  so,  when  the  sound  smote  my  tympa¬ 
num  over  two  months  ago;  and  still  more 
when  I  saw  some  of  its  statistics  afioat  in  the 
secular  papers,  as  a  token  of  what  the  wretch¬ 
ed  Presbyterians  were  coming  to.  I  was  off 
on  a  naughty  vacation  (see  recent  Evangelist 
articles),  and  hoped  some  of  the  faithful  breth¬ 
ren  who  were  home  attending  to  business, 
would  look  after  this  item.  But  as  they  do 
not,  my  tardy  pen  reluctantly  takes  up  the  of¬ 
fice. 

I  like  sympathy  when  in  trouble,  and  like, 
also,  to  have  the  Presbyterian  Church  condol¬ 
ed  with  when  she  needs  it.  But  there  is  such 
a  thing  as  drawing  on  people’s  sensibilities  too 
much,  even  by  dry  statistics ;  and  there  is  such 
a  thing  as  harping  on  the  sub-minor  string  till 
it  becomes  monotonous.  Have  we  not  enjoy¬ 
ed  nearly  enough  of  the  poor  health  that  comes 
from  getting  miserable,  over  our  ministerial 
statistics  ?  If  there  is  any  relief  to  the  dis¬ 
mal  picture  it  is  so  much  the  fashion  to  hang 
up  in  The  Evangelist  gallery,  may  we  not 
look  at  that  occasionally  ?  What  if  these 
“  startling  facts  ”  should  prove  to  be  very  old 
acquaintances,  and  no  such  recent  ghost  that 
It  need  frighten  sober  people  out  of  their  pro¬ 
priety  ? 

The  first  fact  of  the  Beport,  and  that  on 
which  every  subsequent  one  hinges,  is  con¬ 
tained  in  the  following  paragraph :  “  1.  That 
wo  have  a  siuplus  of  ministers  in  the  Presby¬ 
terian  Church — we  mean  that  we  have  more 
well-qualified  ministers  than  we  can  employ 
efficiently  and  support  comfortably.”  This 
“startling  fact”  is  obtained  from  a  survey 
of  the  state  of  things  within  the  Synod  in 
which  Niagara  Presbytery  is  Included.  In 
that  Synod,  we  are  told,  “  more  than  one- 
third  of  our  ministers  are  not  engaged  in  the 
work  for  which,  at  great  expense,  they  were 
qualified,  and  to  which  they  were  solemnly  or¬ 
dained.”  A  sad  showing,  to  be  sure.  And 
the  Committee  thinks  “  this  is  about  the  aver¬ 
age  condition  in  every  section  of  the  country.” 

As  goes  Western  New  York  Synod,  so  go  the 
universal  sections. 

Well,  turn  to  the  Minutes  of  the  Synod. 

What  we  want  is  the  number  of  unemployed 
“  well-qualified  ”  ministers.  In  order  to  this, 
you  would  suppose  the  Committee  would  scan 
the  list  of  the  unemployed,  to  see  who  of  the 
number  are  qualified  for  employment ;  which 
is  precisely  the  thing  they  don’t  do.  They 
don’t  analyze  at  all ;  they  assume.  That  is, 
they  assume  that  all  the  unemployed  are  quali¬ 
fied.  It  is  true  they  once  use  the  adjective 
“disabled,”  as  if  they  did  for  a  moment  sus¬ 
pect  the  existence  of  such  a  class ;  but  there 
is  scarcely  any  further  reference  to  it.  When 
they  look  up  their  list  of  men  “  qualified  at 
great  expense  and  solemnly  ordained,"  they 
take  indiscriminately  every  man -that  comes  list,  four  are  legitimately  engaged  in  teaching, 
in  their  way.  They  begin  in  the  synodical  and  thus  occupying  posts  which,  if  they  should 
computation,  with  from  three  to  five  men  j  leave,  other  clergymen  would  undoubtedly  be 

called  to  fill ;  one  has  for  near  thirty  years 
,been  a  physician,  his  proper  vocation;  one 
'  W.’  is  now  regularly  preaching,  and  another, 
who  is  out  of  the  State,  is  at  work  again,  as  I 
imderstand.  The  remaining  two  I  have  not 
definite  knowledge  of.  So  that  the  number  of  j 
really  unemployed  dwindles  to  a  minimum. 
The  third  runs  down  to  a  thirtieth  again. 
Another  Presbytery  further  north,  of  nearly 
equal  size,  has  sixteen  unemployed ;  seven  are 
H.  B’s,  and  for  adequate  reasons  chiefly  of 
age ;  seven  are  W.  C’s ;  of  these  three,  after 
twenty-five  years  regular  service,  are  living 
on  ample  means  of  their  own,  and  preaching 
often ;  another  has  married  a  wife  and  a  farm ; 
two  are  old  men,  and  one  has  not  been  out  of 
the  pastorate  a  year,  and  may  return.  Ano¬ 
ther  is  rich,  and  takes  care  of  his  nice  place. 
So  that  it  is  not  want  of  opportunity  that  is 
the  matter  with  most  of  this  sixteen.  They 
are  either  disabled  or  disinclined.  The  same 
is  the  case  with  a  Presbytery  adjoining  my 
own.  One-fourth  are  unemployed;  all  but 
one  of  this  fourth  are  superannuated,  and  he 
is  indispensably  employed  in  a  benevolent  and 
religious  work.  Here  the  one-fourth  dwindles 
to  zero. 

I  have  just  looked  with  one  of  its  prominent 
members  over  the  rolls  of  a  large  Presbytery 
on  the  other  side  of  my  own.  Nearly  a  third 
aye  unemployed,  but  nearly  all  superannuated 
or  invalid.  The  member  who  looks  it  over 
with  me  cannot  find  an  unemployed  man  who 
is  in  a  condition  to  take  a  pastoral  charge — 
certainly  not  one  who  is  both  willing  and  qual¬ 
ified.  So  here  we  are  at  zero  again. 

These  instances  are  taken  at  random  out  of 
the  Minutes,  and  are,  I  believe,  a  fain  indica¬ 
tion  of  the  general  condition  of  things.  They 
afford  no  reason  for  sounding  any  such  alarm 
as  the  Niagara  Presbytery  has  blown ;  no  rea¬ 
son  for  rebuking  the  forwardness  of  Presby¬ 
teries  in  recommending  candidates,  or  of  the 
Boards  receiving  them ;  no  reason  for  charg¬ 
ing  parents  and  friends  to  “stand  back”  and 
let  Gk>d  do  all  the  work  of  calling  young  men 
into  the  ministry.  Students  in  college  or  sem¬ 
inary  need  not  be  repelled  by  any  such  statis¬ 
tics  as  are  now  being  quoted  in  the  secular  pa¬ 
pers  from  religious  ones,  from  going  on  with 
their  work  of  preparation.  Because  some 
ministers  are  becoming  sick  and  superannu¬ 
ated,  and  others  are  finding  out  that  farming 
and  medicine  and  insurance  pay  better,  and 
others  are  justly  counting  themselves  more 
wisely  employed  in  teaching,  is  no  reason 
why  young  men  of  piety  and  talent  and  zeal 
should  not  press  on  to  their  high  calling. 
Your  staying  back  will  never  call  these  men 
off  their  farms,  or  out  of  their  fine  houses  or 
fruit  yards,  dr  insurance  shops.  There  always 
will  be  a  certain  percentage  who  will  be  driven 
to  those  places  by  failing  health  or  failing 
purpose,  a  loss  of  relish  for  preaching,  or  an 
increase  of  appetite  for  pelf.  “  Solemnly  ”  or- 


from  seventy  to  eighty  years  old,  and  go  on 
to  men  who  have  been  bankers  or  merchants, 
for  good  leason,  from  twenty  to  thirty  years, 
and  then  to  one  whose  poor  eyesight  compelled 
him  a  quarter  century  ago  to  suspend  the  just- 
begun  labors  he  would  gladly  have  continued, 
and  to  another  whom  the  asthma  gives  hard 
work  enough  to  do  in  breathing,  without  add¬ 
ing  the  burden  of  preaching.  As  the  Commit¬ 
tee  begin,  they  continue.  Here  is  a  brother 
whom  feeble  health  penults  to  teach  a  little, 
but  nothing  more ;  there  is  another  that  every¬ 
body  knows  got  into  the  ministry  by  mistake, 
and  is  W.C.  for  a  sufficient  reason.  Here  come 
several  more  superannuated,  some  by  seventy- 
five,  some  by  eighty  years ;  another,  ill  health 
drove  upon  a  farm  years  ago ;  another,  finding 
himself  unacceptable,  is  in  a  kindred  busi¬ 
ness  ;  another  is  secretary  of  a  benevolent  so¬ 
ciety,  and  doing  more  good  than  he  could  in 
the  pastorate ;  another  is  a  teacher,  and  just 
suited  to  that  vocation;  another  has  no  tal¬ 
ents  as  a  speaker ;  the  next  none  as  a  thinker 
or  sermonizer.  No  matter,  they  are  all  put  in 
to  make  up  the  “more  than  one-third”  of 
qualified  persons  unemployed ;  and  the  statis¬ 
tics  thus  gathered,  without  a  word  to  indicate 
their  method,  or  utter  lack  of  it,  are  publish¬ 
ed  for  the  blessed  sensational  effect  they  are 
so  well  calculated  to  produce.  It  is  of  the 
first  importance,  it  seems,  that  the  churches 
should  be  advised  that  a  dozen  and  more  oc¬ 
togenarians  in  one  Synod,  are  not  doing  the 
work  for  which  they  “  were  qualified  at  great 
expense,  and  to  which  they  were  solemnly  or¬ 
dained  " !  As  if  a  man  hadn’t  a  right  to  be¬ 
come  eighty  years  old,  simply  because  he  was 
once  solemnly  ordained !  A  solemn  fact,  in¬ 
deed! 

What  if  I  should  try  my  hand  at  a  sensa¬ 
tion  on  behalf  of  my  own  Presbytery,  which 
is  not  included  in  Niakg;ara’s  Synod?  Well, 
our  Presbytery  has  over  one-third  of  its  mem¬ 
bers  unemployed  as  pastors  or  supplies,  though 
each  one  was  “solemnly”  ordained — at  least 
I  never  heard  of  its  being  otherwise  with  them. 

Is  here  not  another  striking  fact  that  should 
reach  as  far,  at  any  rate,  as  Wilmington  ?  Yes, 
until  you  know,  on  inquiry,  that  more  than 
half  of  my  one-third  are  very  old  men,  and 
the  rest  either  doing  better  work  as  tdhehers 
than  they  could  as  preachers,  or  are  in  busi¬ 
ness  because  they  never  had  any  business  in 
the  ministry.  There  is  not  one  of  the  one- 
third  or  the  three-thirds  now  living  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Presbytery,  who  is  not  doing 
just  what  he  is  best  fitted  for.  If  be  is  doing 
nothing,  age  and  long  service  are  his  ample 
apology.  But  bow  that  spoils  my  sensational 
statistics !  Just  as  a  thorough  analysis  would 
disenchant  the  statistics  the  Niagara  Commit¬ 
tee  have  taken  two  columns  of  'The  Evangel¬ 
ist  to  communicate.  Their  sheeted  spectra,

As  compared  with  anything 
we  then  knew  in  the  N.  S.  Church,  we  have 
this  state  of  things ;  that  whereas  the  Pastors 
then  started  even  with  the  S.  S.,  they  have  in 
twenty-five  years  nearly  doubled  upon  them. 
Give  us  184  more  pastors  and  we  should  be 
just  twice  as  numerous  as  the  S.  S.,  which  is  a 
novel  way  of  pronouncing  in  favor  of  term  pas¬ 
torates. 

Now  put  our  Pastors  and  Stated  Supplies  to¬ 
gether,  and  they  amount  to  a  good  deal  more 
than  two-thirds  of  the  whole  number  of  min¬ 
isters.  Tak  e  out  of  this  less  than  one-third, 
all  those  ministers  who  are  really  superannu¬ 
ated  and  disabled,  take  out  the  Foreign  mis¬ 
sionaries  and  professors  and  teachers  and  sec¬ 
retaries,  and  how  many  have  you  left  that  are 
unemployed,  who  are  willing  to  labor,  and  have 
fair  qualifications?  My  examination  in  the 
Presbyteries  already  referred  to  shows  how 
small  the  fraction  is.  So  far  from  being  a 
third,  it  is  not  a  twentieth,  nor  a  thirtieth. 
Go  over  your  Presbyteries,  brethren,  at  your 
leisure,  and  analyze  closely,  and  you  will  find 
the  habitually  unemployed  who  want  a  pas¬ 
toral  charge,  and  whom  you  would  recommend 
to  one,  exceedingly  few.

I  have  to  refer  to  a  still  more  damaging  class 
of  statements  the  Committee  furnished  the 
secular  newspapers.  Note  the  following  speci¬ 
men  in  regard  to  churches :  “They  well  know 
that  however  ill  they  treat  a  pastor,  it  is  very 
easy  to  obtain  another  only  too  eager  to  take 
the  vacated  place,  even  though  he  may  expect 
similar  treatment  after  a  little  time.” 

Note  the  following  in  regard  to  ministers : 
It  is  not  safe  in  a  worldly  sense  for  them  to 
proclaim  boldly  the  unwelcome,  yet  saving 
truths  of  the  Gospel.  They  must  trim  and 
smooth  away  the  mortifying  and  alarming 
doctrines,  such  as  native  depravity  and  future 
punishment.  If  they  do  not  adopt  the  motto 
of  the  play-house,  ‘  we  study  to  please,’  and 
always  aim  to  send  away  glad  congregations, 
it  will  be  because  of  the  restraints  of  sovereign 
grace.” 

It  only  needs  that  this  version  of  the  mutual 
relations  of  churches  and  ministers  should  be 
accepted  by  those  who  read  the  newspapers, 
to  make  our  attitude  before  the  public  as 
cheap  and  humiliated  as  the  devil  would  have 
it.  If  the  Niagara  Presbytery  pleases  to  tell 
that  story  of  itself,  it  is  not  for  me  to  object, 
but  I  protest  against  its  being  spokesman  in 
this  thing  for  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  gen¬ 
eral.  If  I  am  sure  of  anything,  it  is  that  such 
a  representation,  both  of  churches  and  minis¬ 
ters,  is  false  and  libellous.  I  do  not  question 
that  there  are  instances  of  a  cheap  valuation 
of  pastors  by  churches,  and  of  a  timid  and 
trimming  style  of  preaching  by  ministers,  but 
when  this  is  set  forth  as  the  rule,  and  not  the 
exception,  it  is  somebody’s  duty  to  remon¬ 
strate. 

We  have  little  conception  of  the  evil  a  paper 
containing  such  representations  is  likely  to 
work  in  the  community.  A  prominent  lawyer 
in  my  vicinity,  who  has  two  sons  that  have 
thoughts  of  the  ministry,  said,  after  reading 
this  Niagara  Beport,  if  these  statements  are 
true,  I  do  not  want  my  boys  to  become  minis¬ 
ters.  It  is  a  pretty  responsible  business  for 
clergymen  thus  to  cheapen  the  ministerial 
office,  and  put  arguments  into  the  mouths  of 
lawyers  and  laymen  generally,  against  educat¬ 
ing  their  sons  to  preach  the  Gospel. 

But  I  appeal  to  the  observation  and  experi¬ 
ence  of  my  brethren  in  the  ministry,  against 
these  monstrous  representations.  First,  look 
around  you  in  your  Presbyteries,  and  say  how 
many  ministers  do  you  know  whose  hearts  are 
set  on  the  work  of  the  pastorate,  and  who  have 
qualifications — manual,  mental,  social,  and 
spiritual — that  would  render  them  acceptable 
and  useful,  who  for  any  considerable  length 
of  time  have  been  without  employment.  How 
many  churches  having  pastors,  do  you  know, 
that  are  tempted  to  “ill  treat  ”  them  from  the 
consideration  how  easy  it  is  to  obtain  anoth¬ 
er  ?  How  many  ministers  ol  your  acquaint¬ 
ance  who  say  in  their  hearts,  as  they  prepare 
their  sermons,  “Ministers  are  very  plenty; 
the  market  is  overstocked.  I  must  trim  and 
smooth  this  discourse  carefully,  or  my  people 
will  bo  looking  about  for  another  preacher”  ? 

As  to  the  churches,  while  it  is  not  to  be  de¬ 
nied  that  there  are  glaring  exceptions,  yet  hav¬ 
ing  recently  passed  on  a  vacation  tour  (which 
for  this  little  service  may  I  hope  to  be  pardon¬ 
ed  ?)  through  a  variety  of  parishes,  the  same 
thing  has  been  impressed  on  my  mind  that  I 
have  a  hundred  times  remarked  befora,  viz: 
that  each  congr^ation  seemed  to  have,  ac¬ 
cording  to  its  way  of  thinking,  the  best  pas¬ 
tor.  If  I  heard  anywhere  of  a  wish  to  change, 
it  was  the  exception ;  and  more  often  the  wish 
was  in  the  minister  rather  than  the  people. 
It  is  not  the  feeling  of  churches  generally 
that  it  is  easy  to  get  another  pastor.  Those 
who  have  tried  one  experiment  of  that  kind, 
are  not  eager  for  another.  I  would  be  willing

THE  LATE  BEV.  CHARLES  G.  FINNEY. 

The  writer  begs  the  privilege  of  adding  a  j 
humble  tribute  to  the  memory  of  this  re- 1 
markable  man,  in  the  wake  of  the  valuable 
and  very  interesting  recollections  that  have 
already  appeared  in  the  columns  of  this  pa¬ 
per.  It  was  in  the  Fall  or  Winter  of  1828, 
if  we  mistake  not,  that  Mr.  Finney  first 
preached  in  this  city.  It  was  in  the  Brick 
church,  Beekman  street,  of  which  the  late 
Rev.  Dr.  Spring  was  pastor.  As  a  youthful 
hearer,  we  remember  only  that  the  house 
was  densely  packed  on  the  occasion.  He 
subsequently  preached  in  Vandewater  street, 
and  then  for  a  considerable  period  in  the 
Prince-street  Presbyterian  church,  of  which 
the  godly  and  devoted  Herman  Norton  was 
then  pastor.  The  old  building  is  still  stand¬ 
ing — but  not  used  for  religious  purposes — 
a  little  to  the  east  of  Broadway.  The  in¬ 
quiry  and  prayer  meetings  were  held  in  the 
basement  rooms  immediately  after  the  ser¬ 
vice.  The  influence  of  his  preaching  from 
that  point,  had  a  wide  circuit.  We  can  re¬ 
call  one  sermon  of  great  power  preached  by 
Mr.  Finney  there,  and  also  elsewhere,  from 
the  text  “  If  any  man  sin,  we  have  an  advo¬ 
cate  with  the  Father,  Jesus  Christ  the  right¬ 
eous.’’  It  was  illustrated  from  a  legal  point 
of  view,  and  in  a  very  clear  and  impressive 
manner.  Mr.  Finney  having  been  educated 
for  the  Bar,  excelled  iu  this  mode  of  illus¬ 
tration.  Men  of  this  profession  were  par¬ 
ticularly  interested  by  this  discourse,  and 
others  similar. 

His  manner  has  been  characterized  by 
some  as  harsh,  stem,  and  severe.  If  so,  it 
was  evidently  natural,  and  constantly  modi¬ 
fied  by  frequent  very  tender  and  affection¬ 
ate  tones  of  voice,  as  well  as  expressions  of 
countenance.  He  addressed  bis  hearers  or 
Christians  habitually  as  “  beloved,”  and  in 
a  very  unaffected  and  heart-engaging  man¬ 
ner.  The  unconverted  were  uniformly  spo¬ 
ken  to  as  “  impenitent  sinners.  ”  His  preach¬ 
ing  was  at  first,  in  any  series  of  revival  la¬ 
bors,  addressed  to  the  members  of  the 
Church ;  and  his  sermons  to  thefia  were 
exceedingly  searching,  discriminating,  sol¬ 
emnizing,  and  inspiring.  Mr.  Finney  was 
distinguished  as  an  argumentative  preach¬ 
er,  always  addressing  himself  prominently 
to  the  understanding  and  judgment  of  his 
hearers.  In  the  treatment  of  his  text,  his 
first  step  was  to  state  what  it  did  not  imply, 
and  next  its  positive  meaning. 

Both  in  and  out  of  the  pulpit,  he  was  a 
man  of  great  personal  dignity,  commanding 
the  respect  both  of  friends  and  foes ;  yet 
no  one  could  reasonably  call  him  a  proud 
man.  His  religious  character  was  one  of 
intense  earnestness  and  profound  convic¬ 
tions.  He  seemed  to  have  studied  Edwards 
deeply,  as  also  Smalley  and  others  of  the 
older  American  divines.  His  eye  wm  as 
piercing  as  a  hawk’s,  and  yet  with  nothing 
either  fierce  or  sinister  in  its  glance.

John  xm.  1-9. 

The  Occasion. 

The  Passover  was  a  festival  extending 
over  seven  days.  The  term  Passover  is 
sometimes  employed  to  mean  the  paschal 
snpper,  and  sometimes  to  mean  the  continu¬ 
ed  festival  of  unleavened  bread.  See  Num¬ 
bers  xxviii.  16,  17,  also  Luke  ii.  41,  xxii.  1. 
In  onr  lesson  the  phrase  “before  the  Pass- 
over  ”  does  not  mean  “  before  the  paschal 
snpper,”  but  “before  the  festival  of  the 
Passover.”  It  is  “the  evening  before  the 
festival  proper  of  seven  days  continuance.” 

In  the  large  upper  room  prepared  for 
them  in  Jemstdem,  Jesus  and  his  twelve  dis¬ 
ciples  bad  assembled  for  the  celebration  of 
the  Paschal  feast  It  was  at  the  beginning 
of  the  snpper,  the  phrase  “  sapper  being  end- 
‘ed,”  being  in  the  judgment  of  Alford  and 
other  Greek  scholars,  an  error.  It  was  a  cus¬ 
tom  that  before  persons  sat  down  to  a  meal, 
tbe  servants  should  wash  the  feet  of  the 
gnests.  But  the  disciples  had  no  servants, 
and  if  their  feet  were  to  be  washed,  one  of 
their  own  number  must  do  it,  or  else  each 
one  mast  be  his  own  servant  Perhaps  it 
was  on  this  account  that  there  was,  as  Lake 
informs  ns,  “  a  strife  among  them  which  of 
them  should  be  accounted  the  greatest  ” 
This  unchristian  spirit  onr  Lord  rebuked  in 
the  language  recorded  in  Luke  xxii.  25-30. 

Perhaps  they  took  their  places  at  tbe  ta¬ 
ble,  reclining,  without  having  their  feet 
washed,  as  no  one  of  them  was  willing  to 
act  as  a  servant  to  the  rest. 

The  heart  of  Jesns  was  saddened  at  this 
display  of  pride.  Bat  they  were  his  disci¬ 
ples,  and  he  loved  them  to  the  end.  He 
knew  that  he  was  soon  to  leave  them,  as  he 
also  knew  that  he  was  the  heir  of  all  things, 
that  he  was  come  from  God,  and  went  to 
God. 

Accordingly  he  determined  to  teach  them 
a  lesson  that  they  would  not  easily  forget, 
and  that  would  teach  the  Cbnroh  in  all  the 
ages  the  true  spirit  of  Christianity. 

The  Events. 

Jesus  rose  from  the  table,  laid  aside  his 
outer  garment,  took  a  towel,  girded  himself 
as  a  servant,  poured  water  into  a  basin,  and

out  of  that  movement,  and  took  tbeir  type  from 
it ;  and  of  these  The  Evangelist  has  always  been 
the  favorite  newspaper.

pecially,  by  its  temper  and  Christian  spirit. 

It  will  seek  the  union  of  all  Christians, 
not  by  chasing  the  phantom  of  an  organic 
unity,  but  by  promoting  such  dispositions 
of  chmty  and  kindly  sympathy  as  shall 
bring*  men  of  whatever  mode  of  worship 
into  a  real  sympathetic  relation  with  each 
other. 

The  Examiner  and  Chronicle  favors 
"  Household  Suffirage  ”  so  far  as  to  call 
special  attention  to  an  address  delivered 
at  the  Winnebago  County  Fair,  Bockford, 
HL,  by  the  Hon.  J.  B.  Doolittle.  His  plan 
does  not  contemplate  the  withdrawal  of  the 
elective  frandhise  from  any  who  now  enjoy 
it,  but  to  enlarge  the  rights  of  an  important 
class  of  voters.  We  quote  from  the  address, 
and  append  our  contemporary’s  comments  : 

We  have  adopted  in  all  the  States  aniveraal  man¬ 
hood  suffrage.  The  reform  suggested  accepts  that, 
and  does  not  propose  to  change  it.  It,  however, 
recognizes  the  most  essential  element  of  modem 
Christian  civilization — the  family — its  rights,  its 
duties,  and  its  powers. 

It  proposes  to  give  to  householders  and  heads 
of  families  who,  for  snch  time  as  shall  he  fixed  by 
law— say  one  or  two  years — have  lived  with  and 
supported  their  families  in  the  district  where  they 
vote,  two  votes — one  to  represent  their  manhood 
in  common  with  all  other  men,  and  one  to  repre¬ 
sent  the  honsehold,  including  women  and  children. 
The  term  householder — or  head  of  family — in  the 
great  majority  of  cases  will,  of  coarse,  mean  mar¬ 
ried  men  :  but  not  in  all  cases.  As,  for  instance,  a 
man  may  be  the  head  of  a  family  and  a  bonseholder 
whose  widowed  mother  or  sister  keeps  house. 

This  proposal  is  supported  by  solid  rea¬ 
sons  : 

1.  Because  the  man  without  family  represents 
but  one  human  being,  while  the  bead  of  a  family 
represents  always  two,  and  generally  more. 

2.  Becanse  a  man  without  family  has  not  more 
than  one-half  as  mnoh  at  stake  iu  good  govern¬ 
ment  as  the  bead  of  a  family. 

3.  Becanse,  other  things  equal,  the  man  without 
family  is  only  half  as  well  educated  in  all  that  con¬ 
cerns  the  good  of  society  as  the  head  of  a  family 
living  with  them  and  supporting  them  by  his  own 
exertions. 

4.  Becanse  the  man  without  family  has  little,  if 
any,  experience  in  governing  in  human  society : 
whereas  the  head  of  a  family,  by  the  laws  of  Qod 
and  of  man,  is  trained  to  govern. 

A.  proposed  reform,  in  order  to  deserve 
attention,  must  be  not  only  intrinsically 
reasonable,  but  also  practicable.  And  as 
we  have  what  is  equivalent  to  universal  suf¬ 
frage,  any  plan  for  restricting  that  privilege 
stands  not  the  least  chance  of  success.  This 
scheme  disfranchises  no  one,  but  it  dimin¬ 
ishes  by  one-half  the  value  of  a  certain  pro¬ 
portion  of  votes.  On  the  other  hand,  as 
the  increased  privilege  is  given,  not  to 
wealth  nor  to  culture,  nor  to  anything  that 
jealousy  itself  could  call  invidious,  the  onljy 
opposition  that  could  be  made  against  it 
would  be  by  the  unreasoning  weight  of  the 
negative  ballot.  We  do  not  see  how  the 
plan  could  make  for '  any  party  more  than 
another.  If  our  Irish- American  fellow-citi¬ 
zens  are  so  much  more  generally  set  in  fami¬ 
lies  than  native  Americans,  as  we  have  been 
told,  the  reform  would  not  diminish  their 
prestige  at  the  polls.  In  short,  if  people 
only  “have  a  mind  to”  they  may  readifly 
enough  put  in  action  the  scheme  for  house¬ 
hold  sumrage,  and  we  should  like  to  see  it 
tried. 

The  Churchman  remarks  that  the  infliction 
of  the  death  penalty  is  greatly  interfered 
with  by  the  mistaken  idea  which  jurors  have 
of  their  duties.  It  says : 

They  imagine  that  by  pronouncing  an  ac¬ 
cused  man  guilty  of  a  capital  crime,  they 
are  in  some  way  remotely  responsible  for 
his  execution.  We  presume  that  has  nown 
out  of  the  notion  so  often  held  up  before  a 
jury-box,  that  they  are  “judges  of  the  law 
as  well  as  of  the  fact  ”  They  are  judges  of 
the  law  only  in  the  sense  of  judging  of  its 
application  to  the  state  of  facts  before  them. 
That  is  all.  They  are  in  no  sense  judges  of 
tiie  fitness  of  the  law,  its  justice,  its  human¬ 
ity.  There  is  precisely  the  same  reason  for 
a  witness  in  a  capital  case  to  perjure  himself 
in  order  to  save  the  life  of  the  accused  by  a 
false  statement,  as  for  a  juror  to  render  a 
false  verdict.  The  one  is  just  as  responsi¬ 
ble  for  the  death  of  the  culprit  ns  the  other 
— not  a  bit  more.  The  one  relates  facts  in 
his  knowledge,  the  other  attests  the  relation 
of  tlfose  facts,  and  gives  them  their  proper 
bearing.  The  witness  swears  to  give  true 
testimony  ;  the  juror  swears  to  give  a  true 
verdict.  Neither  is  in  any  way  morally  re- 
i^nsible  for  any  consequences  after  he  hac 
done  his  duty  as  well  as  he  knows  how.  Why 
it  is,  we  cannot  say  ;  but  jurors  seem  to  feel 
that  their  position  is  one  which  permits 
them  all  manner  of  sentimental  considera¬ 
tions,  when,  in  fact,  their  place  is  to  lay 
aside  everything  save  a  bumness-like  atten¬ 
tion  to  duty.  It  is  a  pity  that  the  perjury 
of  the  jury-box  should  not  be  equally  open 
to  punishment  with  that  of  the  witne8s-1x>x  ? 
A  verdict  might  then  be  a  verum  dicittm,  a 
true  saying,  instead  of  what  it  too  often 
now  is. 

The  Intelligencer  takes  note  of  the  fact 
that  our  city  dailies  are  reporting  every¬ 
thing  that  transpires  in  Northfield  in  any 
way  connected  with  Mr.  Moody.

Mr.  Sunderland  to  occupy  his  (Unitarian) 
pulpit — “pivotal  differences  ”  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding.  Hereupon  our  contem¬ 
porary,  quoting  other  of  his  expressions,  re¬ 
marks 

What  would  the  reporter  have  Mr.  Moody 
do  ?  Is  he  to  follow  fdter  a  somewhat  strong 
wd  very  noisy  party  who  are  just  now  hooC 
ing  at  “pivotiJ  differences  ”  in  theology? 
One  ^stem  has  as  its  cornerstone  the  truth 
that  Jesus  Christ  is  God ;  the  other  denies 
it.  Are  “  the  foundation  stones  of  religion 
identical  with  both  of  them  ”  ?  One  is  **  tary- 
ing  to  make  humanity  purer  and  better  ”  bjr 
the  Scriptural  and  historical  preaching  of 
human  helplessness  and  the  divine  sufScien- 
cy.  The  other  preaches  the  Gospel  of  the 
“development  of  manhood,”  “every  man 
his  own  savior,”  and  so  flies  in  the  face  of 
Scripture  and  experience.  “Mr.  Moody 
could  not  reconcile  himself  to  the  belief  that 
Unitarianism  was  anything  iddn  to  the  re¬ 
ligion  of  Christ,  which  he  preaches.”  So 
certain  other  preachers  have  thought  before 
him,  men  like  St.  Haul  and  St.- John,  and

tal  and  centrifugal  forces  have  been  so  bal¬ 
anced  as  to  conserve  each  other,  and  render  j 
the  whole  a  harmonious  and  powerful  sys- . 
tern.  Presbyterianism  has  been  intermedi-  { 
ate  between  the  centralizing  tendency  of 
Episcopacy,  and  the  disorganizing  tendency 
of  Independency. 

Now  if  the  Presbyteries  adopt  the  over¬ 
ture  which  is  before  them,  may  there  not  be 
danger  of  marring  the  beauty  and  the  har¬ 
mony  of  our  system  ?  May  it  not  be  a  step 
towards  centralization  which  cannot  be  ta¬ 
ken  without  producing  evil  consequences? 

May  it  not  be  such  an  increase  of  the  ceu- 
tripetal  power,  without  a  corresponding  in¬ 
crease  of  the  centrifugal,  that  the  outer  parts 
will  fly  off  ?  Since  the  reunion  and  the  eon-  j 
sequent  enlargement  of  the  Presbyteries  and  | 

Synods,  and  the  increase  of  expense  in  at-  j 
tending  them,  there  has  been  a  falling  off  in  i 
the  attendance  on  the  part  of  weak  and  re¬ 
mote  churches,  and  consequently  a  loss  of 
interest  in  their  proceedings.  The  weaker 
churches  already  feel  that  they  are  far  away 
from  the  Presbytery,  and  from  its  protec¬ 
tion  and  advantages.  Now  increase  this  dis¬ 
tance  by  the  adoption  of  the  overture,  and 
what  will  hinder  a  farther  lessening  of  inter¬ 
est  in  the  Church  judicatories  on  the  part  of 
the  smaller  and  more  remote  churches  ?  Al¬ 
ready  there  are  foreshadowings  of  conflict 
between  stronger  and  weaker.  Already  it 
is  intimated  the  larger  Presbyteries  look 
with  jealousy  upon  the  smaller,  and  the 
smaller  will  undoubtedly  suspect  the  de¬ 
signs  of  the  larger,  if  they  are  threatened 
and  intimidated.  In  order  to  show  that  I 
am  not  talking  at  random,  I  will  refer  to  the 
Beport  of  the  Committee  of  the  Presbytery 
of  Bochester,  upon  the  overture  of  the  As¬ 
sembly.  That  report  says  :  “It  will  be  a 
very  sad  exhibit  of  the  spirit  of  the  Church, 
if  the  best  arrangement  cannot  be  made,  be¬ 
canse  it  would  deprive  interested  parties  of 
disproportionate  itifiuence  and  rights,  which 
they  will  not  consent  to  relinquish,  even 
though  demanded  by  the  general  good.  If 
the  smaller  Presbyteries  insist  upon  making 
this  use  of  their  power,  they  cannot  expect 
that  the  larger  Presbyteries  will  continue 
year  after  year  to  furnish  funds  which  di¬ 
rectly  tend  to  perpetuate  this  state  of 
things.”  (The  italics  are  ours.) 

Now  this  language  assumes  that  the  small¬ 
er  Presbyteries  have  influence  and  rights 
which  the  larger  have  not,  and  which  for 
the  general  good  they  ought  to  be  willing 
to  give  up  ;  and  that  the  larger  expect  them 
to  give  them  up.  Here  is  an  issue  between 
larger  and  smaller,  thrust  upon  the  smaller. 

And  this  assumption  is  followed  by  a  threat, 
or  intimidation  :  “  If  the  smaller  Presbyteries 
insist  upon  making  this  use  of  their  power, 
they  cannot  expect  that  the  larger  Presbyte¬ 
ries  will  continue  year  after  year  to  furnish 
funds  which  directly  tend  to  perpetuate  this 
state  of  things.

They  shall  go  upon  the  breadth  of  the  earth, 
and  compass  the  camp  pf  the  saints  about  and 
the  beloved  city.  Where  did  these  nations 
come  from  ?  Where  did  they  dwell  during 
the  millennial  reign  of  Jesus,  if  that  reign 
was  according  to  the  views  of  our  premillen- 
arian  brethren?  Cttn  we  suppose  that  after 
Christ  comes  in  person  to  reign  on  the  earth, 
as  we  all  believe  he  will,  that  armies  of  rebels 
like  the  sands  of  the  sea  in  number,  shall  cover 
the  earth  and  surround  even  the  very  capital 
of  his  glorious  kingdom  ?  No,  for  we  are 
taught  that  when  that  auspicious  time  shall 
come,  he  shall  have  put  all  enemies  imder  his 
feet,  making  such  a  defection  as  is  here  im¬ 
plied,  such  a  resurrection  of  evil  powers  and 
infiuences,  impossible.  This  destruction  must 
be  the  forerunner  of  that  glorious  personal 
reign,  when  all  things  are  made  new,  and  not 
after  that  reign  has  lasted  a  thousand  years. 
All  the  descriptions  of  his  personal  reign  on 
the  earth  unmistakably  imply  that  no  such 
awful  uprising  of  the  powers  of  darkness  can 
occur  after  it  is  begun ;  that  no  such  assaults 
can  ever  be  made  by  evil  powers  upon  the 
saints  of  God  after  they  are  perfected  in  the 
resurrection.  The  camp  of  the  saints  thus  en¬ 
compassed  must  be  the  camp  of  the  Church 
militant,  and  not  of  the  Church  triumphant. 

Besides  the  resuiTection  of  the  body  from 
the  dead  is  spoken  of  and  generally  apprehend¬ 
ed  in  the  Christian  consciousness,  as  the  last 
great  victory  of  the  Lord  over  the  powers  of 
darkness.  Paul  informs  us  in  1  Corinthian,'', 
that  “  Death,  the  last  enemy,  shall  be, destroy¬ 
ed.”  Death  is  the  last  enemy  that  shall  quit  the 
field.  When  the  souls  of  the  saints  are  cloth¬ 
ed  in  their  resurrection  bodies,  the  knell  of 
death  shall  roll  its  joy-inspiring  peals  over  a 
jubilant  universe,  the  new  heaven  shall  arise 
and  the  new  earth  shall  appear,  and  the  shout 
of  victory  s^iall  go  up  from  that  great  multi¬ 
tude  which  no  man  can  number,  like  the  voice 
of  mighty  thunderings,  and  the  burden  of  that 
[  triumphant  shout  shall  be  “  O  death,  where  is 
thy  sting;  O  grave,  where  is  thy  victory.” 
Can  any  one  suppose  that  after  this  great 
victory,  after  Death,  the  last  enemy,  has  been 
destroyed  in  the  resurrection  of  the  just,  and 
the  grave  despoiled  of  its  prey,  that  other 
rebel  powers  can  arise  so  numerous  as  even 
to  threaten  the  New  Jerusalem  itself  ?  The 
supposition  is  utterly  at  variance  with  all 
other  Scripture  teachings  on  this  subject,  and 
necessitates  an  explanation  of  this  passage  in 
^  a  sense  different  from  what  premillenarians 
I  give  it,  to  harmonize  Scripture.  To  my  own 
apprehension  the  following  conclusions  are 
absolutely  true : 

1.  The  first  resurrection,  here  spoken  of,  is 
spiritual,  a  glorious  and  overwhelming  revival 
of  the  Gospel  religion  which  the  old  saints 
and  confessors  preached  and  sealed  with  their 
blood,  an  anastasis  of  the  power  and  infiuence 
of  those  old  worthies,  so  mighty  that  they  are 
said  to  live  and  reign  with  Christ  a  thousand 
years. 

2.  The  second  resurrection  implied  in  the 
use  of  this  phrase  is  also  spiritual,  when  the 
rest  of  the  dead,  the  wicked  dead,  shall  live 
again  in  their  principles  and  infiuence, — an  an¬ 
astasis  of  their  power  revived  by  the  voice  of 
Satan,  when  he  has  been  loosed  for  bis  little 
season.  They  shall  live  and  reign  with  Satan 
a  little  season  in  the  same  sense  that  the  saints 
I  are  said  to  live  and  reign  with  Christ  a  thou- 
I  sand  years,  t.  e.,  by  their  principles  and  infiu- 


This  is  the  first  resurrection.” — Bev.  xx.  5. 
Dean  Alford,  assuming  that  the  second  resur¬ 
rection  implied  in  these  words  is  found  in  the 
12th  verse,  where  the  dead,  small  and  great, 
are  represented  as  standing  before  God.  in¬ 
forms  us  that  by  no  laws  of  language  can  the 
last  be  interpreted  as  a  literal  resurrection  of 
the  body;  while  the  first  is  interpreted  as  a 
spiritual  resurrection.  This  may  be  true  if 
the  two  things  here  spoken  of  are  parallel 
cases,  i.  e.,  if  the  first  is  a  resurrection  of  the 
saints,  and  the  second  a  standing  up  of  the 
wicked  only  in  the  judgment ;  if  the  righteous 
dead  are  to  be  raised  and  awarded  their  places 
athousand  years  before  thewicked.  But  there 
are  insuperable  objections  to  this  last  suppo-

The  next  meeting  of  Presbytery  was  Axed 
at  Newark,  and  Dr.  Wood  appointed  to  deliver 
the Presbyterial sermon ;  subject,  “God’s Pur- 1 
pose  iq  Begard  to  a  Bejected  Gospel.”

Between  the  sessions  of  Presbytery  an  in¬ 
formal  meeting  of  the  elders  was  had,  and  ar¬ 
rangements  made  for  an  Elders’ Convention  in 
November  at  Sodus. 

Mr.  White  of  East  Palmyra,  after  due  ex¬ 
amination,  was  taken  under  the  care  of  Pres¬ 
bytery,  He  goes  to  Auburn  Seminary. 

After  resolutions  of  respect  to  the  memory 
of  Bev.  Boyal  Mann  of  Marion,  deceased  Since 
our  last  meeting.  Presbytery  closed  its  busi¬ 
ness,  and  adjourned  after  a  sermon  in  the  eve¬ 
ning  by  Bev.  A.  C.  Boe. 

The  church  of  Lyons  is  prospering  greatly 
under  the  charge  of  Dr.  Wood.  The  audience- 
room  has  been  completely  remodelled,  and 
with  excellent  taste.  It  is  one  of  the  pleas¬ 
antest  I  have  seen  in  a  long  time,  and  eagh 
seat  is  furnished  with  Bobinson’s  Songs 
of  the  Sanctuary  (new  edition),  and  all  paid 
for.  The  ladies  expect  soon  to  take  hold  of 
the  lecture-room,  &c.,  and  make  that  corre¬ 
spond  to  the  fine  audience-room  above. 

So  ends  a  pleasant,  profitable  meeting  of 
Presbytery,  the  more  blessed  that  its  chief  in¬ 
terest  was  its  religious  infiuence,  and  the  hope 
it  has  brought  to  us  all,  that  it  is  but  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  good  things  in  the  season  to  come.

be  a  long  interval  between  the  rising  of  the 
righteous  dead  and  the  rising  of  the  wicked. 
All  his  declarations  would  lead  the  reader  to 
infer  that  their  rising  was  to  be  simultaneous. 
The  only  place  where  such  an  interval  would 
seem  to  be  implied,  aside  from  this  20th  chap¬ 
ter  of  Bevelation  is  found  iu  Paul’s  first  epis¬ 
tle  to  the  Thessalonians,  *4th  chapter,  16th 
verse:  “And  the  dead  in  Christ  shall  rise 
first.”  But  this  refers  to  another  thing,  take 
the  chronological  events  here  indicated  by  the 
ordinal,—!.  The  dead  in  Christ  shall  rise ;  2. 
We  which  are  alive  and  remain  shall  be  caught 
up  together  with  them  in  the  clouds,  to  meet 
the  Lord  in  the  air.  Nothing  is  here  said 
about  the  resurrection  of  the  wicked  as  a  com¬ 
plement  to  the  first  declaration.  It  is  only  a 
comparison  of  the  condition  of  the  righteous 
dead  and  the  righteous  living.  They  shall  go 
in  company  to  meet  the  Lord,  and  one  shall 
not  prevent  or  outrun  the  other. 

The  12th  verse  does  not  teach  that  the  wick¬ 
ed  dead  are  only  raised  at  this  time.  The 
passage  is  an.  introduction  of  a  new  order  of 
things,  which  supersedes  the  Millennial  Sab¬ 
bath.  It  is  a  broad  assertion.  The  dead,  com-

The  Methodist  touches  upon  the  subject 
of  “  Modem  Miracles,”  which  it  profound¬ 
ly  distrusts,  regarding  them  os  mainly  the 
offspring  of  a  fervid  religious  life,  and  of 
that  deep  religions  emotion  which  is  “  near¬ 
ly  always  attended  with  eccentric  and  quasi¬ 
supernatural  exercises.” 

The  Protestant  churches  have  always  dis¬ 
credited  the  whole  class  of  miracles  to  which 
we  refer ;  and  yet  a  statement  that  would 
countenance  them  in  some  degree,  could  be 
quoted  from  nearly  every  great  Protestant 
reformer  and  evangelist  While  teaching 
that  miracles  are  not  wrought  in  the  mod¬ 
em  Church,  and  are  not  to  be  asked  for  or 
expected,  the  Protestant  clergy  continue  to 
pray  for  rain  in  drought,  for  the  recovery 
of  the  sick  from  illness,  and  for  special  tem¬ 
poral  blessings,  in  forms  that  to  the  popular 
understanding  convey  the  notion  of  mirac- 
ulofis  interference  with  physical  laws. 

The  world  of  law  and  the  world  of  mir¬ 
acle  have  not  been  clearly  bounded  in  our 
teaching,  because  they  could  not  be.  Over 
the  borders  of  the  material  and  spiritual 
worlds  there  hovers  a  dense  cloud,  and  in 
that  cloud  strange  forms,  snch  as  animal 
magnetism  and  spiritism,  seem  to  exist 
and  work  miracles  before  our  eyes.  This 
fact  may  have  nothing  to  do  with  a  sound 
theology  ;  but  it  has  much  to  do  with  our 
estimate  of  modern  miracles.  If  fantastic 
tricks  are  played  before  our  eyes  by  pro¬ 
fessional  jugglers  or  enthusiastic  spiritists, 
we  may  not  unreasonably  suppose  it  pos¬ 
sible  that  some  religious  people  are  the 
subjects  of  peculiar  and  inexplicable  exer¬ 
cises.  We  should  incline  to  the  belief  that 
such  exercises  are  os  likely  to  be  wrought 
by  Satanic  agency  as  by  the  Holy  Spirit. 
So  far  as  our  experience  goes,  they  usually 
end  in  the  spiritual  ruin  of  the  subject  of 
them  ;  and  not  unfrequently  insanity  seems 
the  only  alternative  of  a  tremendous  reac¬ 
tion  into  complete  skepticism.  But  we  be¬ 
lieve  these  exercises  are  really  the  products 
of  natural  causes,  and  that  the  skepticism 
comes  of  seeking  after  a  sign. 

While  we  believe,  in  answers  to  prayer 
for  the  sick— spiritual  help  being  often  the 
precise  need  of  a  sipk  man’s  body — and  in 
the  value  of  prayer  at  every  point  of  hu¬ 
man  experience,  without  being  able  to  de¬ 
fine  just  how  prayer  avails  in  every  case, 
we  are  compelled  to  reject  the  modern  mir¬ 
acles,  Protestant  as  well  as  Catholic.  It  will 
always  be  found,  we  think,  that  there  is 
some  delusion  with  regard  to  the  facta.  In 
cases  of  healing,  the  difficulty  in  tracing 
out  the  supposed  recovery  is  too  great  for 
any  human  undertaking.  There  can  be  no 
perfect  diagnosis.  Every  quack  remedy 
produces  some  respectable  evidence  of  work¬ 
ing  cures.  The  vilest  pretenders  have  often 
cured  incurable  diseases.  Every  tenth  man 
in  the  Union  knows  of  some  miracle  of  this 
sort.  .  .  .  We  wholly  reject  all  the  testimo¬ 
ny  to  quack  cures  ;  and  we  are  disposed  to 
treat  the  prayer-cures  in  the  same  way.  The 
cases  have  some  natural  explanation. 

We  reach  this  conclusion,  we  confess,  un¬ 
der  the  stress  of  some  le^ing  thoughts 
about  the  Divine  order  in  Grace,  such  as 
these  :  Prayer  is  ordained  for  spiritual  uses  ; 
miraculous  works  do  not  seem  to  us  to 
have  any  fitting  use  in  modern  life ;  the 
power  to  work  miracles  would  be  mainly 
useless  to  us  since  we  know  not  what  to 
ask  for  as  we  ought ;  our  judgments,  imper¬ 
fect  as  they  are,  seem  to  have  been  given 
us  that  we  may  select  good  from  evil,  cures 
for  disease,  and  guides  for  living  ;  and  the 
miracle  cannot  at  last,  in  the  field  of  heal¬ 
ing,  be  so  cleariy  established  as  to  produce 
faith.  In  short,  we  cannot  connect  modem 
miracles  with  a  sufficiently  hurge 
make  them  credible.  "" 


PBESBTTEBT  OF  BOCHESTEB. 

The  meeting  last  week  at  Lima  was  well  at¬ 
tended  (over  sixty),  and  what  is  worthy  of  men¬ 
tion,  more  ruling  elders  than  ministers  were 
present.  The  Lima  congregation,  especially  the 
ladies,  did  all  in  their  power  to  make  it  a  most 
enjoyable  meeting,  and  their  efforts  could  not 
have  been  more  successful.  Carriages  were 
provided  to  convey  the  members  from  Avon  to 
Lima  (seven  miles),  and  to  return  them  to  the 
railway  station  at  the  close  of  the  session.  A 
bountiful  supper  was  waiting  the  arrival  of  the 
breltu'cn  Monday  evening,  in  the  line  dining¬ 
room  connected  with  the  new  church,  which 
edifice  and  appurtenances  constantly  improve 
upon  acquaintance.  A  sumptuous  dinner,  that 
would  have  been  creditable  to  the  best  village 
hotel,  and  t^,  were  also  served  to  all  present 
in  the  same  place  on  Tuesday.  This  arrange¬ 
ment  Saved  the  time  of  the  body  at  least  equal 
to  one  session,  so  that  the  final  adjournment 
occurred  that  evening. 

The  venerable  and  beloved  father  in  the  min¬ 
istry,  Charles  E.  Furman,  was  unanimously 
chosen  Moderator,  and  filled  the  chair  with 
scarcely  no  indications  that  his  “three  score 
years  and  ten  ”  ended  some  years  ago. 

The  chief  business  of  the  Fall  meeting,  to 
hear  and  consider  the  written  reports  of  the 
standing  committees,  received  careful  atten¬ 
tion,  and  brought4o  light  several  facte  impor¬ 
tant  to  be  known,  to  awaken  gratitude  for 
grace  bestowed,  and  to  kindle  zeal  to  remove 
existing  defects.  By  recommendation  of  one 
of  the  committees,  the  following  resolutions 
were  adopted : 

1.  That  this  Presbytery  feels  called  upon,  in 
view  of  recent  developments,  to  reaffirm  its 
approval  of  the  General  Assembly’s  rule,  re¬ 
quiring  the  Home  Missionary  churches  to  con¬ 
tribute  to  all  the  Boards  of  the  Church. 

2.  That  we  also  regard  it  as  suitable  to  reaf¬ 
firm  the  principle  that  the  Boards  are  the  crea¬ 
tures  of  the  Church,  subject  to  its  control; 
and  that  it  would  be  a  precedent  in  every  way 
dangerous,  and  to  be  deplored,  should  any 
Board  set  itself  against  any  order  of  the 
Church,  as  expressed  by  the  action  of  the 
General  Assembly. 

3.  That  we  call  upon  all  our  churches  to  re¬ 
member  and  practice  upon  the  rule,  that  “  there 
is  that  scattereth,  and  yet  increaseth;  and 
there  is  that  withholdeth  more  than  is  meet, 
but  it  tendeth  to  poverty.” 

In  adopting  the  Beport  of  the  Committee  on 
Supplies,  Presbytery  unanimously  reaffirmed 
the  rule  that  enjoins  it  upon  vacant  churches 
and  unemployed  ministers  to  consult  this  Com¬ 
mittee  in  seeking  permanent  supplies  or  fields 
Brethren  of  other  Presbyteries  are 


That  sounds  very  much 
like  the  snap  of  an  ecclesiastical  whip.  The 
report  continues  further:  “If  this  change 
be  net  adopted,  and  it  should  result  in  each 
Presbytery  paying  the  expenses  of  its  own 
commissioners,  it  is  quite  .certain  that  the 
Presbyteries  would  then  very  soon  be  ready^ 
to  adopt  any  change.”  (The  italics  are  the 
•Committee’s.) 

Now  that  is  monstrous  1  Are  the  Pres¬ 
byteries  willing  to  adopt  any  change  rather 
than  pay  their  own  bills  ?  For  shame, 
<do  not  make  that  charge  1  If  there  is  such 
a  mercenary  spirit  as  that  in  the  Presbyte¬ 
ries,  it  tc  a  “  sad  exhibit  of  the  spirit  of  the 
Church.  ”  But  in  the  same  strain  with  this 
report  is  an  editorial  in  The  Evanoxusi  of 
September  16,  which  says  :  “We  have  re¬ 
fused  to  believe  the  smaller  Presbyteries 
capable  of  defeating  the  overture  by  selfishly 
voting  against  it  in  order  to  retain  their 
present  disproportionate  representation.  We 
still  refuse  so  to  believe.  But  if  they  are 
capable  of  this,  it  is  easy  to  foresee  that  the 
larger  Presbyteries  would  then  refuse  to 
famish  funds  for  the  expenses  of  such  in¬ 
equitable  representation."  Now  I  protest  that 
this  is  forestalling  discussion.  It  is  making 
invidious  distinctions  between  the  larger  and 
smaller  Presbyteries.  Why  are  the  smaller 
Presbyteries  lifted  up  before  the  public  in 
such  an  attitude  6f  opposition,  when  as  yet 
they  have  taken  no  action,  nor  even  ex¬ 
pressed  an  opinion  upon  the  overture  of  the 
Assembly  ?  It  seems  very  unfortunate  that 
n  pressure  of  this  sort  has  already  been 
made  to  bear  upon  the  smaller  Prtesbyteries. 
How  can  it  be  regarded  in  any  other  light 
than  intimidation  ? 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  Commissioners’ 
Fund  is  not  a  Presbyterial  burden  at  all,  but 
a  tax  levied  upon  churches  per  capita,  and 
fttlla  as  heavy  npon  the  little  church  in  Col- 
•orado  as  upon  the  wealthy  church  of  Fifth 
nyenue.  It  is  a  miserable  subterfuge,  and 
no  argument,  to  threaten  small  Presbyteries 
with  the  withdrawal  of  this  fund  if  they  do 
not  vote  for  the  overture.  If  the  smaller 
Presbyteries  have  some  advantage  in  the 
Commissioners’  Fund,  it  is  more  than  coun¬ 
terbalanced  by  the  back  pews  which  they 
are  compelled  to  occupy  in  the  church  judi¬ 
catories.  From  what  Presbyteries  are  the 
Boards  of  Church  Work  selected  ?  The 
smaller  or  the  larger  ?  To  what  Presbyte¬ 
ries  belong  the  professors  in  colleges  and 
seminaries  ?  To  the  smaller  or  the  larger  ? 
From  what  Presbyteries  are  the  committees 
of  Sjnods  and  the  General  Assembly  cho¬ 
sen  ?  From  the  smaller  or  the  larger  ?  They 


nothing  can ;  and  to  attempt  to  explain  it  in 
harmony  with  premiUenarian  views,  would 
do  far  greater  violence  to  it  than  Dean  Alford 
can  possibly  make  post-millenarians  do  to 
the  passage  at  the  head  of  this  article.  If 
premillenarians  would  remember  that  the 
phrase  “  Second  Coming  of  the  Lord,”  or  of 
CSirist,  nowhere  occurs  in  the  word  of  God, 
they  might  perhaps  learn  that  a  number  of 
great  events  in  the  history  of  the  Oiurch  are 
each  ^K>k«i  of  in  prophecy  as  “  a  coming  of 
the  Lord.”  They  might,  with  the  great  Ed¬ 
wards,  for  instance,  find  that  the  destruction 
of  Jerusalem,  the  conversion  of  the  Boman 
empire,  the  rise  of  the  great  Beformation,  the 
beginning  of  Gbrist’s  reign  in  the  spirit  with 
his  saints  a  thousand  years,  and  the  judgment 
of  the  last  day,  are  all  spoken  of  as  comings 
of  the  Lord.  So,  too,  of  other  events  of  less 
general  importance. 

If  we  understand  the  first  resurrection  as 
spiritual,  the  grand  anastasis  of  the  infiuence 
and  principles  of  the  old  saints  and  martjrrs 
of  Jesus,  BO  powerful  that  they  are  said  to  live 
and  reign  with  him  a  thousand  years,  where 
shall  we  look  tor  the  second  resurrection  im¬ 
plied  in  the  use  of  this  phraseology,  and  what 
shall  be  its  character?  Plainly,  to  satisfy 
Dean  Alford’s  reasonable  demand  to  keep  in-

Dear  Evangelist :  The  Fall  meeting  of  Wa3me 
Presbytery,  held  in  Dr.  Wood’s  church,  has  just 
closed.  Bev.  A.  Parke  Burgess  of  Newark 
was  chosen  moderator,  and  Bev.  William 
Young  of  Joy  temporary  clerk.  After  some 
routine  business  the  overture  to  the  Presby¬ 
teries  on  Synodical  Bepresentation  was  brought 
up,  and  after  earnest  discussion  was  lost. 

The  commissioners  to  Auburn  Seminary  re¬ 
ported  well  of  that  institution.  The  examina¬ 
tions  were  conducted  mainly  by  written  ques¬ 
tions,  and  showed  good  work.  The  resolu¬ 
tion  of  the  Faculty  that  students  should  not 
preach  till  properly  licensed,  dor  then  supply 
churches  continuously  during  their  under¬ 
graduate  coarse,  was  approved.  Dr.  A.  A. 
Wood  spoke  in  the  warmest  terms  of  the  pros¬ 
pects  of  the  Seminary,  and  the  proficiency 
shown  in  the  examinations. 

The  Presbyterial  sermon  was  preached  by 
the  Bev.  William  B.  Dada  of  East  Palmyra, 
on  “The  Law  of  Development,”  from  Markiv. 
28.  There  is  development  in  nature  and  in 
the  Bible  too.  It  shows  itself  in  the  history 
of  the  Church  and  the  unfolding  of  truth. 
Each  Testament  has  its  growth ;  and  smaller 
portions  of  Scripture,  like  the  19th  Psalm  and

Lord  are  credible  because  the  pnrpose  for 
which  they  were  wrought  is  worthy  of  God. 
The  want  of  the  corresponding  quality  in 
feats  of  animal  magnetists,  spiritists,  or 
prayer-healers  makes  it  useless  to  canvass 
the  evidence.

Bev.  Jos.  B.  Page  was  reappointed  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  Auburn  Theological  Seminary  for 
three  years.

About  the  Bubjr, 

A  baby  is  a  very  tender  thing,  people  say, 
but  most  of  them  are  very  far  from  knowing 
how  tender.  Imagine  how  nervous  you  are 
in  certain  states — when  recovering  from  ill- 
ness,  say,  when  the  fall  of  a  book,  or  the 
slam  of  a  door  makes  you  quiver  and  feel 
faint,  as  if  some  one  gave  you  a  blow.  That 
is  the  way  a  young  baby  feels  at  best.  A 
puff  of  wind  will  set  it  gasping,  its  little 
breath  blown  quite  away.  A  noise  makes 
it  shiver,  a  change  of  Summer  air  makes  it 
turn  death  cold.  A  baby  is  the  most  ner¬ 
vous  of  beings,  and  the  torture  it  suffers  in 
going  to  sleep  and  being  awakened  by  care¬ 
less  sounds  when  just  “dropping  off,”  are 
only  comparable  to  the  same  experience  of 
an  older  person  during  an  acute  nervous 
headache.  Youn^  babies  ought  to  pass  the 
first  month  of  their  lives  in  the  country,  for 
its  stillness  no  less  than  its  fresh  air.  But 
where  the  silence  is  not  to  be  commanded, 
baby  may  be  soothed  by  folding  a  soft  nap¬ 
kin,  wet  in  warmish  water,  lightly  over  the 
top  of  its  head,  its  eyes,  and  its  ears.  It  is 
the  best  way  to  put  nervous  babies  to  sleep. 
A  fine  towel  should  be  wet  and  laid  over  it-> 
head  ;  the  end  twisted  a  little,  till  it  makes 
a  sort  of  skull  cap,  and  though  baby  some¬ 
times  fights  against  being  blindfolded  in 
this  way,  five  minutes  usually  will  send  him 
off  into  blissful  slumber.  The  compress 
soothes  the  little  feverish  brain,  deadens 
sound  in  its  ears,  and  shuts  out  everything 
that  takes  his  attention,  so  that  sleep  takes 
him  unaware.  Teething  babies  find  this 
very  comfortable,  for  their  heads  are  always 
hot,  and  there  is  a  fevered  beating  in  the  ar¬ 
teries  each  side.

In  the  centre  of  this  poultry  house,  or  avi¬ 
ary,  is  a  little  cottage,  in  which  the  Queen 
used  to  come  for  her  five-o’clock  tea  ;  but 
since  Fregmore  has  been  empty,  she  has  no 
further  use  for  it. 

In  reference  to  the  laborers  employed  on 
the  farms,  it  may  safely  be  said  that  they 
are  very  well  cared  for.  When  there  were 
some  siims  of  discontent  among  the  men  em¬ 
ployed  on  the  Osborne  estate,  calculations 
were  made  as  to  the  amount  received  by  the 
Windsor  men  in  money  or  in  kind.  Though 
the  money  payments  are  only  fourteen  shil¬ 
lings  a  week  for  ordinary  laborers,  it  is  esti¬ 
mated  that,  what  with  house-rent,  fuel,  milk, 
and  other  advantages,  their  wages  are  equiv¬ 
alent  to  little  less  than  £1  a  week.  Nor  is 
this  all,  for  the  bailiff  has  a  sort  of  savings- 
bank  fund  for  the  men  who  learn  to  read 
and  write,  and  some  of  them  have  done  so 
well  that  they  have  as  much  as  £20  standing 
to  their  credit. — Pall  Mall  Gazette.

EHGLUH  ITT. 

The  Journal  of  Horticulture  says  that  the 
use  of  English  ivies  for  the  purpose  of  deco¬ 
rating  living  rooms  is  more  extensive  eveiy 
year,  and  cannot  be  too  highly  commended. 
]ming  very  strong  they  will  live  throngh  any 
treatment ;  but  study  their  peculiarities  and 
manifest  willingness  to  gratify  them,  and 
they  will  grow  without  stmt  Most  houses 
are  too  hot  for  them,  as,  indeed,  they  are 
for  their  owners.  Neither  plants  nor  people 
should  have  the  temperature  over  sixty-five 
degrees  Fahrenheit.  Take  care  not  to  en¬ 
feeble  your  ivies  by  excessive  watering  or 
undue  heat,  and  yon  will  see  they  will  not 
seem  to  mind  whether  the  sun  shines  on 
them  or  not,  or  in  wbat  position  or  direc¬ 
tion  yon  train  them.  Indeed,  so  much  will 
they  do  themselves  to  make  a  room  charm¬ 
ing,  that  we  would  rather  have  an  unlimited 
number  of  them  to  draw  upon  than  anything 
else  in  nature  or  art. 

Do  you  wish  the  ngly  plain  doors  that 
shut  off  your  tiny  entry  to  your  parlor,  to 
be  arched  or  curv^  like  those  in  the  draw¬ 
ing-rooms  of  your  richer  neighbors  ?  Buy 
a  couple  of  brackets,  such  us  lamps  for  the 
burning  of  kerosene  are  sometimes  placed 
on,  and  screw  them  in  the  sides  of  the  door. 
Pat  in  each  a  plant  of  English  ivy,  the  longer 
the  better,  then  train  the  plants  over  the  top, 
a^^ainst  the  sides,  indeed  any  way  your  fancy 
dictates.  You  need  not  buy  the  beautiful 
but  costly  pots  the  flower  detder  will  advise  ; 
the  common  glazed  ones  will  answer  every 
purpose,  for,  by  placing  in  each  two  or 
three  spraya  of  Coliseum  ivy,  in  a  month’s 
time  no  vestige  of  the  pot  it^lf  can  be  dis¬ 
cerned  through  their  tmek  screen. 

The  English  ivy,  nowing  over  the  walls 
of  a  buildmg,  instead  of  promoting  damp¬ 
ness,  as  most  persons  would  suppose,  is 
said  to  be  a  remedy  for  it ;  and  it  is  men¬ 
tioned  as  a  fact  that  in  a  room  where  damp 
had  prevailed  for  a  length  of  time,  the  af¬ 
fected  parts  inside  had  become  dry  when 
ivy  had  grown  up  to  cover  the  opposite  ex¬ 
terior  side.  The  close  overhanging  pendant 
leaves  prevent  the  rain  or  moisture  from 
penetrating  the  wall.

A  new  Wonder  in  California. 

John  Muir,  well  known  to  the  visitors  of 
the  Yosemite  Valley,  announces  the  discov¬ 
ery  of  a  rival  to  that  wonderful  scenery.  It 
is  a  valley  in  the  South  Fork  of  King’s  Riv¬ 
er,  forty-five  miles  from  Visalia  ia  a  right 
line.  'The  valley  is  nine  miles  in  length 
from  east  to  west,  and  has  an  average  width 
at  the  bottom  of  about  half  a  mile.  It  lies 
5,000  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea,  and  its 
walls  are  about  3,000  feet  high.  They  are 
precipitous,  and  some  of  the  striking  fea¬ 
tures  of  the  Yosemite,  like  El  Capitan,  .-md 
the  Sentinel  and  the  Cathedral  Rocks,  have 
their  counterparts.  The  falls  of  the  new 
valley  have  more  water,  but  are  less  pictur¬ 
esque  than  those  of  the  Yosemite. 

Access  is  from  Visalia,  the  great  part  of 
the  way  by  a  good  wagon  road,  through 
groves  of  sequetias  and  forests  of  fir  and 
pine.  The  trail  can  be  extended,  Muir  says, 
over  the  Kearsarge  Pass,  which  is  12,000 
feet  in  height,  and  is  located  in  the  midst 
of  a  perfect  wilderness  of  peaks,  from  1,300 
to  14,000  feet  in  height,  rising  from  rare 
glacial  meadows  and  glades,  and  adorned 
around  their  bases  by  a  multitude  of  the 
very  dearest  of  Alpine  flowers.  A  company 
of  drovers  have  entered  a  claim  to  the  valley 
for  the  purpose  of  raising  stock.

The  death 
list  is  constantly  increasing,  and  several 
hundred  horses  are  now  on  the  sick  list.  All 
the  infected  districts  are  surrounded  by 
marshes,  and  the  disease  is  spreading. 

The  French  Court  of  Cassation  has  just 
given  a  decision  of  interest  to  gleaners,  in 
the  grain  fields  of  French  farmers,  who  have, 
it  appears,  in  this  generation  driven  the 
gleaners  out  of  their  fields  as  thieves.  It  is 
now  decided  as  contrary  to  law  for  a  farmer 
to  turn  sheep  into  his  fields  for  two  days  af¬ 
ter  harvest,  or  to  glean  the  fields  himself,  or 
to  sell  the  right,  because  “the  poor  would 
thus  be  deprived  of  the  benefit  which  hu¬ 
manity  and  law  have  reserved  to  the  indi¬ 
gent.”  Is  there  any  other  country  where 
the  pitiffll  thrift  of  a  gleaner  could  become 
a  subject  of  litigation  ? 

The  cultivation  of  the  banana  in  Florida 
is  now  attracting  considerable  attention.  One 
gentleman  at  Welaka  is  patting  in  eight 
hnndred  plants,  and  another  ^rson  from 
the  Halifax  riv^r  has  ordered  ten  thousand 
plants  from  the  West  Indies.  People  in  the 
North  are  going  there  for  tbe  express  pur- 
^se  of  cultivating  bananas.  Most  of  the 
Morida  fruit  that  is  sent  to  this  market  has 
been  gathered  too  early.  'The  bananas  are  not 
fully  matured,  while  the  starch  has  not  ful- 
H  formed,  which  turns  into  sugar  and  gives 
flavor  to  the  fmit.  They  are  not  fit  for  mar¬ 
ket  until  they  ore  quite  filled  out,  present¬ 
ing  a  shining  appearance.  When  cut  at 
that  stage  in  warm  weather,  the  top  fruit 
begins  to  ripen  in  three  or  four  days.  In 
the  West  Indies  they  are  obliged  to  gather 
them  for  shipment  before  they  come  to  ma¬ 
turity,  or  they  would  spoil  on  the  long  voy¬ 
age.

The  entrance  to  the  homesteads  is  from 
the  road  leading  to  Old  Windsor,  about 
200  yards  beyond  where  that  road  crosses 
the  Long  Walk.  Large  shafts  are  now  being 
sunk  all  along  this  road,  in  connection  with 
the  sewerage  operations  which  are  going  on ; 
for  it  is  intended  to  carry  all  the  sewage  of 
Windsor  out  to  a  farm  in  the  parish  of  Old 
Windsor,  about  a  mile  and  a  half  distant. 
The  homestead  itself  is  a  very  good  one. 
Tbe  bailifTs  house,  «nd  a  very  pretty  cot¬ 
tage  now  occupied  by  two  of  the  Queen’s 
liardeners,  are  really  model  residences. 

Tbe  farm  buildings  themselves  have  also 
been  erected  with  every  regard  to  the  pur¬ 
poses  for  which  they  are  used  ;  but  it  is  a 
pity  that,  in  order  to  save  appearances,  the 
cattle  sheds  have  such  low  roofs.  If  they 
had  been  from  eighteen  inches  to  two  feet 
higher  than  they  are,  they  would  have  been 
much  more  healthy;  and  even  raised  to  this 
height,  the  roofs  of  the  bnildiugs  would  not 
be  seen  from  tbe  Castle  gTounda  The  cov¬ 
ered  pens  for  harboring  sheep  during  the 
Winter,  are  open  to  the  same  objection^  but 
in  other  respects  they  are  perfect. 

There  is  very  little  stock  in  the  buildings 
at  the  present  time,  and  the  foot  and  month 
disease  has  been  so  prevalent  on  the  Prince 
Consort’s  Shaw  Farm  this  Summer,  that  no¬ 
thing  has  been  shown  from  there. 

A  short  walk  throi^h  the  pastures  at  the 
hack  of  Frogmore  House,  t^es  one  from 
^e  farm  buildings  to  the  royal  dairy,  which 
is  of  itaelf  worth  a  visit,  when  permission 
can  be  had.  This  dairy-ia  a  peHect  gem, 
and  far  surpasses  anything  which  Marie  An¬ 
toinette  acbieved  at  the  Petit  Trianon.  The 
majolica  and  mosaic  of  the  walls  (which  are 
studded  with  medallions  of  the  ^een,  tbe 
Prince  Consort,  and  their'  children),  the 
double  roof  and  threefold  windows  (the  in¬ 
ner  window  being  of  stained  glau),  tbe 
milk-poiu  in  white  and  gold,  and  the  curi¬ 
ous  inlaid  floor,  represent  a  large  sum  of 
money.

Considerable  excitement  has  been  recent¬ 
ly  caused  in  and  about  Prospect  Park,  Brook¬ 
lyn,  by  the  discovery  that  the  largest  sheet 
of  water  in  that  Park  bad  no  outlet,  and  was 
in  consequence  becoming  the  source  of  seri- 
ons  miasma.  As  the  sheets  of  water  in  Cen¬ 
tral  Park  are  all  provided  with  drainage  out¬ 
lets  of  some  character,  a  precisely  similar 
condition  of  affairs  is  not  likely  to  arise,  and 
the  only  danger  apprehended  in  this  direc¬ 
tion  comes  from  the  sediment  in  the  bottom 
of  each  sheet  of  water,  which  is  likely  in  the 
coarse  of  time  to  render  them  foul  and  nox¬ 
ious.

and  was,  therefore,  justly  convicted.  Fifth, 
He  never  did  possess  the  information  neces¬ 
sary  to  direct  the  restoration  of  the  boy,  and 
his  conviction  will  be  fruitless  beyond  the 
justice  of  his  punishment.  We  may  be  mis¬ 
taken  in  any  or  all  of  these  oonvicuons,  but 
a  dispassionate  survey  of  the  facts  and  con¬ 
flicting  speculations,  leads  ns  to  the  conclu¬ 
sions  we  nave  given. 

Another  Topic. 

It  is  the  defence  of  our  Christian  Sabbath, 
which,  for  well  known  reasons,  has  become 
the  most  anxious  thought  of  our  good  peo¬ 
ple  here.  Your  readers  would  not  wish  this 
correspondence  to  adopt  any  subject  as  a 
hobby;  but  just  now  this  is  one  which  forces 
its  way  into  all  our  contemplations  of  the 
near  future,  and  of  so  much  of  that  future 
as  has  already  been  rushed  upon  us.  Men 
of  judgment  and  influence  are  in  concert 
upon  measures  to  counteract  the  recent  anti- 
Sabbath  movements  so  audaciously  inaugu¬ 
rated,  and  to  forefend  against  others  propos¬ 
ed.  They  "will  do  what  they  can,  and  God 
instruct  and  help  them  !  The  idea  that  any¬ 
thing  is  to  be  gained  by  an  appeal  to  the 
courts,  seems  to  be  dying  out.  The  pittance 
of  fine,  which  is  tlie  highest  penalty  of  law 
in  the  case,  though  persistently  enforced  on 
every  repetition  of  the  offence,  is,  by  the 
side  of  the  thousands  secured  by  every  ex¬ 
cursion  train,  but  a  mere  drop  of  the  bucket. 
What  personal  expostulation  from  the  right 
quarter  may  do,  remains  to  be  seen,  espe¬ 
cially  if  applied  to  Christian  directors,  n^pn- 
agers,  &c.  If  people  could  be  brought  to 
consider  that  the  maxim  that  a  corporation 
has  no  soul,  does  not  sweep  out  tbe  fact  that 
corporators  have  souls  and  personal  respon¬ 
sibilities  which  no  corporate  relations  can 
absorb,  we  should  have  been  spared  much 
of  the  evil  which  we  now  deplore.  But  no¬ 
thing  more  to  the  purpose  has  yet  come  for¬ 
ward,  than  what  was  of  late  urged  in  our 
Ministerial  Association  by  the  Rev.  Robert 
Adair,  sustained  by  several  other  speakers — 
that  the  first  hope  of  restoration  of  the  sanc¬ 
tity  of  the  Sabbath,  is  that  Christian  people 
should,  in  their  own  practice,  sanctify  it. 
When  Christians  began  the  practice  of  using 
Sunday  cars,  they  yielded  the  whole  ques¬ 
tion  of  the  running  of  such  cars.  When 
they  began  the  practice  of  Sabbath  visits  to 
the  Zoological  Garden,  they  sanctified  the 
action  of  the  managers  in  the  sight  of  all 
men.  Until  this  practice  of  theirs;  now  so 
fearfully  widening,  is  reconsidered  and  rev¬ 
olutionized,  it  is  not  likely  that  courts, 
conventions,  paper  resolutions,  or  even  the 
better  method  of  personal  expostulation, 
will  afford  relief.  The  quickest  way  to  find 
a  treasure  is  to  look  where  you  lost  i(.

After  a  hearing  of  about  three  weeks,  the 
jury  in  the  case  of  the  Commonwealth  v*. 
William  Westervelt,  rendered  verdict  as 
above  on  the  last  three  of  the  five  counts 
of  the  indictment.  The  substance  of  the 
counts  on  which  conviction  was  had,  is  con¬ 
spiracy  with  Mosher,  Douglass,  and  his  own 
n^e,  for  the  abduction  of  Charley  Ross, 
and  in  pursuance  of  the  conspiracy,  aiding 
and  abetting  in  the  abduction  and  the  de¬ 
tention  and  concealment  of  the  child,  and 
also  conspiracy  with  the  same  parties  to  ex¬ 
tort  920,000  for  his  ransom  by  threat  of  his 
murder  if  the  demand  should  not  be  met. 
The  first  two  counts  were  not  materially  dif¬ 
ferent,  varying  only  as  might  guard  against 
technical  evasions  ;  and  it  is  known  that  nine 
of  the  jurors  were  ready  to  include  all  the

PRESBYTERY  OF  MORRIS  AND  ORANGE, 


The  Presbytery  of  Morris  and  Orange  held 
its  stated  meeting  at  Morristown,  commencing 
on  Tuesday,  the  21st  inst.  Rev.  David  Irving, 
D.D.,  of  Orange,  was  chosen  moderator. 

The  Presbytery  comprises  the  entire  county 
of  Morris,  and  six  townships  in  Essex  coimty. 
It  consists  of  42  ministers,  and  has  under  its 
care  36  churches,  containing  6000  communi¬ 
cants.  Since  1873  it  has  organized  8  new 
churches  within  its  bounds.  Last  year,  be¬ 
sides  sustaining  its  own  piission  churches,  it 
contributed  to  benevolent  objects  outside  of 
its  own  territory  more  than  any  of  the  173 
Presbyteries  connected  with  the  General  As¬ 
sembly,  excepting  those  of  New  York  and 
Philadelphia. 

A  delightful  peculiarity  of  this  meeting  was 
in  the  devotional  exercises,  to  which  more 
time  than  usual  was  devoted.  During  the 
first  session  on  Tuesday  morning  a  season 
was  set  apart  for  prayer  for  the  tpecial  pres¬ 
ence  of  the  Holy  Spirit  at  this  meeting.  The 
entire  evening  of  the  same  day  was  occupied 
with  the  observance  of  the  Lord’s  Supper  and 
prayer.  On  Wednesday  morning  an  hour  and 
a  half  was  set  apart  for  prayer  and  religious 
addresses,  and  these  services  wore  so  delight¬ 
ful  and  impressive  that  all  seemed  to  feel  that 
they  were  sitting  together  in  h<)avenly  places. 

Mr.  John  S.  Gardner,  a  licentiate  of  the 
Classis  of  Philadelphia,  and  Mr.  William 
Otis  Boston,  a  licentiate  of  the  Presbytery 
of  New  York,  were  received  under  the  care  of 
this  Presbytery.  Mr.  Gardner  is  supplying  the 
church  at  Morris  Plains ;  and  Mr.  Boston  has 
been  called  to  the  church  of  Fairmouut. 

The  following  resolution,  respecting  the 
Pennsylvania  railway  company  and  the  Sab¬ 
bath,  was  unanimously  adopted : 

Whereas,  The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company 
have  placed  Sunday  excursion  trains  on  their  road  ; 
and  whereas  we  are  credibly  informed  that  it  is  the 
intention  of  said  Company  to  run  these  Sunday  ex¬ 
cursion  trains  between  Hew  York  and  Philadelphia 
during  the  next  Summer ;  and  whereas  the  Pres¬ 
bytery  of  Morris  and  Orange  considers  such  action 
as  a  violation  of  the  law  of  God  ;  that  it  is  destruc¬ 
tive  of  public  and  private  morality,  and  prejudicial 
to  the  best  interests  of  the  community  ;  that  it  is 
contrary  to  the  spirit,  if  not  the  letter,  of  the  law 
of  our  State  ;  that  it  is  a  deliberate  disregard  of 
tbe  most  cherished  beliefs  and  deepest  convictions 
of  the  Christian  community  ;  that  it  is  contrary  to 
that  observance  of  the  Sabbath,  and  to  those  cus¬ 
toms,  ideas,  and  institutions  connected  with  that 
observance,  which  we  regard  as  a  chief  cause  of 
the  prosperity  of  our  country.  Therefore 

Resolved,  'That  this  Presbytery  protests  against 
said  action,  and  respectfully  petition  said  Rail¬ 
way  Company  to  refrain  from  their  contemplated 
course.

DEATH  OF  EEV.  E.  S.  LACY. 

Many  readers  of  The  Evangelist  will  be 
pained  to  leam  that  one  in  whose  career  they 
have  felt  so  deep  an  interest  for  the  last  twen¬ 
ty  years,  has  fallen  in  the  very  prime  of  life. 
Bev.  Edward  S.  Lacy  died  of  lung  disease  on 
the  23d  of  August,  at  St.  Helena,  California. 

Mr.  Lacy  was  born  near  the  shores  of  Seneca 
Lake  in  the  Autumn  of  1826,  and  was  accord¬ 
ingly  nearly  forty-nine  years  of  age.  He  grad¬ 
uated  at  Hamilton  College  in  1850,  and  at 
Auburn  Theological  Seminary  in  1853,  and 
soon  after  sailed  for  California  as  a  Home 
Missionary.  That  new  State  of  the  Pacific 
coast  was  then  in  its  very  infancy,  and  Mr. 
Lacy  had  no  other  thought  than  that  of  a  hard 
and  self-denying  life  on  the  frontier.  His 
thorough  consecration  to  his  work  will  be  well 
remembered  by  those  who  wore  his  fellow 
students,  and  who  entered  the  ministry  at  the 
same  time.  Aside  from  his  vigorous  intellect 
and  his  earnest  piety,  he  possessed  other 
qualities  which  peculiarly  fitted  him  for  the 
California  field.

Advices  fkom  Abroad- 

Telegraphic  communication  has  been  estab¬ 
lished  between  Peru  and  Brazil. 

General  Loma  has  defeated  the  Carllsts  on 
the  Valmaseda  line,  cutting  off  their  communi¬ 
cations  with  the  valley  of  Caranza. 

The  Pope  held  a  consistory  on  Thursday,  at 
which  several  French  and  Spanish  bishops 
were  appointed.  Monsignor  Diez  was  appoint¬ 
ed  Bishop  of  St.  Christopher,  Cuba. 

In  England,  France,  and  Russia  there  has 
been  a  decline  in  wheat,  principally  owing  to 
the  immense  foreign  arrivals.  The  Mark  Lane 
Express  expects  a  recovery  from  this  commer¬ 
cial  depression,  as  the  foreign  supplies  are 
diminished. 

A  shocking  account  of  the  maltreatment  of 
Jews  comes  from  Bagdad.  One  Jew  was  burnt 
alive  by  the  populace.  The  excuse  for  those 
barbarities  was  that  the  Jews  had  been  guilty 
of  blasphemy. 

Mr.  Spencer  Hall,  who  succeeded  Michael 
Faraday  as  librarian  of  the  Atheneeum  Club  in 
1838,  is  dead.  Also  Major  F.  E.  H.  Farquhar- 
son  of  the  Forty-second  Highlanders,  who 
greatly  distinguished  himself  in  the  Ashantee 
war,  and  returned  invalided  from  Africa. 

The  new  Governor-General  of  West  Siberia 
asks  the  Russian  Government  to  found  a  imi- 
versity  in  that  province,  since  he  is  unable  to 
secure  competent  yoimg  men  for  public  ser¬ 
vice.  In  all  Siberia  there  are  but  fifty  physi¬ 
cians.  The  Minister  of  Finance  advises  a 
grant  of  250,000  roubles  to  establish  an  insti¬ 
tution  wherein  law  and  medicine  may  be 
taught 

The  Bev.  Quintiu  Johnson  of  the  Wblteinch 
Established  Church,  who,  it  will  be  recollect¬ 
ed,  preached  a  sermon  against  the  revival  dur¬ 
ing  the  stay  of  Messrs.  Moody  and  Sankey  in 
Glasgow,  followed  up  this  line  of  procedure  at 
a  recent  anniversary  of  his  church,  by  inviting 
the  Bev.  George  Gilfillan  of  Dundee  to  hold 
forth. 

The  German  pilgrims  to  Lourdes  who  ar¬ 
rived  at  Paris  were  20  priests  and  65  laity. 
They  were  accompanied  by  600  Belgians. 
They  were  directed  by  the  gendarmes  to  put 
their  badges  in  their  pockets,  and  In  walking 
not  to  form  in  groups  of  morp  than  ten  each. 
No  violence  was  offered  to  them. 

All  the  despatches  from  the  discontented 
provinces  of  Servia,  Montenegro  and  Bosnia 
show  that,  whatever  may  become  of  the  war, 
permanent  peace  in  Turkish  Europe  can  only 
be  established  by  concessions  from  the  Porte 
and  a  proper  recognition  of  the  changes  the 
last  ten  years  have  created.  The  great  powers 
have  advised  the  Porte  and  Servian  govern¬ 
ments  to  refrain  from  hasty  action,  and  If 
moderate  counsels  prevail,  an  adjustment  may 
be  had  of  this  quarrel,  with  which  both  the 
parties  will  be  satisfied.  Anything  less  than 
this  will  simply  postpone,  not  end,  the  trouble. 
Meantime  encounters  of  a  desultory  sort  are 
going  on. 

France  does  not  love  Bismarck,  butshe  claims 
his  father  as  her  own,  on  the  strength  of  the 
fact  that  he  fought  under  the  French  colors  at 
the  Moskwa,  at  Beresina,  and  was  decorated 
with  the  Legion  of  Honor  at  the  battle  of  Baut¬ 
zen.  He  came  under  the  French  colors  natur¬ 
ally  enough,  too.  He  was  in  the  service  of 
the  King  of  Wurtemburg  at  tbe  time  when  Na¬ 
poleon  absorbed  all  the  loose  German  forces. 

The  Princess  Domenica  Ciarelli  was  left  a 
widow  with  two  sons,  and  the  elder  died.  Al¬ 
most  crazy  with  sorrow,  the  Prlncesk  was 
ready  to  fight  the  men  who  brought  the  coffin, 
and  protested  they  should  not  carry  away  the 
boy.  In  an  interval  of  calm  the  younger  bro¬ 
ther,  left  alone  with  the  body  and  the  coffin, 
resolved  to  cheat  the  men,  and  help  his  mo¬ 
ther  to  keep  Domenico.  He  bid  the*  corpse  In 


jury,  ‘  ‘  That  kidnapping,  or  taking  and  carry¬ 
ing  away  of  the  child,  and  his  subsequent 
concealment  and  detention,  has  boen  re¬ 
garded  as  the  worst  crime  (f  the  century.  The 
assassin’s  knife  has  created  no  suoh  wide¬ 
spread  horror.  It  has  made  every  father 
and  mother  in  the  land  tremble,  lest  the 
grasp  of  some  fiend  in  human  shape,  fol¬ 
lowing  this  example,  should  carry  away  to 
a  fate  worse  than  death  one  of  the  children 
of  their  hearts.”  The  judge,  as  was  proper,  | 
did  not  prejudge  the  question  whether  the 
testimony  had  conclusively  established  the 
prisoner’s  complicity  in  that  deed,  but  his 
very  impartial  review  of  the  testimony  for¬ 
bids  a  doubt  that  when  he  comes  to  pass  sen¬ 
tence  he  will  be  found  in  full  sympathy  with 
the  verdict. 

The  testimony  exhibits  a  long  and  labori¬ 
ous  working-up,  and  it  is  overwhelming  in 
regard  to  Weetervelt’s  part  in  one  of  the 
best — perhaps  the  best — conducted  villainies 
on  record.  His  joining  himself  to  the  de¬ 
tective  agency,  securing  its  confidence  and 
thus  keeping  himself  advised  of  all  their 
movements,  and  with  that  knowledge  main¬ 
taining  a  constant  correspondence  with  Mo¬ 
sher  and  Douglass,  sometimes  by  interview, 
and  at  others  by  significant  “  Personals  ” 
in  the  papers,  were  well  established  points 
of  the  testimony,  as  was  also  his  agency  in 
those  letters  to  Mr.  Ross,  the  fiendish  char¬ 
acter  and  the  vastness  of  the  number  of 
which  were  unknown  to  the  public  until 
they  were  brought  out  on  the  trial.  The 
impression  produced  on  all  hands  is  that 
the  early  clues  of  the  detectives  were  good, 
and  except  as  they  were  thwarted  by  his 
treachery,  would  have  resulted  in  the  de¬ 
tection  of  the  abductors,  and  the  restora¬ 
tion  of  tbe  child,  within  one  month  of  the 
time  from  his  being  earned  ofiL  It  is  felt 
that,  of  all  living,  to  him  it  is  due  that 
Charley  Ross  is  not  now  in  the  bosom  of  bis 
proper  home.  You  will  not  therefore  won¬ 
der  that  people  usually  quick  to  commiser¬ 
ate  the  wicked,  that  even  the  gentle  ones  of 
earth,  confess  to  a  satisfaction  in  whatever 
punishment  may  be  meted  out  to  so  abhor¬ 
rent  a  wrek-h.  God,  as  if  impatient  with  the 
slow  and  charily  dispensed  justice  of  human 
law,  called  up  to  his  own  throne  of  judg¬ 
ment  the  men  who,  by  this  trial,  were  shown 
to  have  done  the  act  of  abduction.  Tbe  ut¬ 
most  to  which  the  court  can  consign  the 
man  of  parallel  guilt,  is  a  fine  of  92000,  and 
a  seven  years’  imprisonment. 

But  What  of  th*  Child ! 

It  was  hoped,  and  indeed  expected,  that 
some  light  on  this  most  paiuful  question 
would  be  evolved  by  the  triaL  But  it  ends 
in  doubt  whether  Westervelt  has  now  him¬ 
self  tbe  means  of  solving  it,  and  the  parents 
are  left  in  anxiety  even  more  distressing 
than  before.  The  wasting  effect  of  the  long 
and  bootless  search  upon  both  heart  and 
means  of  Mr.  Ross,  is  sad  to  contemplate. 
He  springs  to  trace  out  every  new  rumor, 
but  takes  the  disappointment  with  a  kind  of 
listless  despair,  as  if  schooled  into  the  el- 
pectation  of  the  result.  And  the  spirit  of 
his  persecutors  (for  there  are  yet  others  be¬ 
hind)  is  displayed  in  this,  that  some  of  those 
are  apparently  of  malignant  origin,  meant 
only  to  lautalize.  His  means  are,  so  he 
states,  now  utterly  exhausted,  and  those  of 
his  family  friends  largely  drawn  upon  ;  and 
the  end  sought  never  seemed  farther  from 
now.  It  is  terrible. 


Nature  had  given  him  a  com¬ 
manding  presence,  an  open  manly  coimte- 
nance,  and  a  peculiarly  fmnk  and  genial  man¬ 
ner.  No  one  failed  to  discover  almost  from  the 
start  that  Mr.  Lacy  was  capable  of  a  large- 
hearted  sympathy,  without  a  single  recoil  of 
narrowness,  of  cowai'dly  meanness.  He  was 
just  the  man  to  proclaim  the  Gkjspel  to  men,  and 
to  become  the  pastor  of  a  congregation  which 
at  that  time  in  California  must  necessarily  be 
composed  almost  wholly  of  male  members. 

Mr.  Lacy  began  his  labors  at  Crescent  City, 
but  the  town  itself  proving  a  failure,  he  was 
called  to  become  pastor  of  the  First  Con- 


soon 

gregational  church  of  San  Francisco,  now  un 
der  the  care  of  Rev.  Dr.  A.  L.  Stone.  Through 
all  the  most  thrilling  period  of  San  Francis- 
co’s  wild  and  chaotic  history,  when  mob  law 
bore  sway  and  was  only  quelled  by  the  solemn 
majesty  of  a  whole  citizenship  armed  for  de¬ 
fence  and  for  swift  justice,  Mr.  Lacy  stood  at 
his  posk  earnestly  proclaiming  that  Gospel 
which  alone  could  prove  the  true  organizer  of 
society,  and  the  permanent  remedy  for  social 
disorder. 

His  ministry  was  blessed  with  large  spirit¬ 
ual  fruits,  and  amid  all  the  powerful  assimila¬ 
tions  of  worldliness  and  unbelief  which  are 
found  especially  in  such  a  state  of  society,  Mr. 
Lacy  never  lowered  the  grade  of  his  preaching, 
nor  in  any  respect  catered  to  the  spirit  of  un¬ 
righteousness.  About  the  year  1859  he  was 
married  In  New  York  to  Miss  Isabella  Bor¬ 
land,  only  daughter  of  a  gentleman  whose 
name  had  been  well  known  in  public  official 
circles.  Returning  to  California  he  remained 
till  1864,  when  the  failure  of  his  health  com¬ 
pelling  his  resignation,  he  sailed  with  his  fam¬ 
ily  to  Europe. 

After  spending  two  years  abroad,  as  bis 
health  was  still  infirm,  he  purchased  a  farm 
near  Martinsburgh,  Va.,  where  five  years  were 
spent  in  out  of  doors  pursuits.  About  four 
years  since,  his  health  seemed  so  far  improv¬ 
ed  that  he  accepted  a  call  to  a  small  Congre¬ 
gational  church  in  Brooklyn,  Cal. 

About  a  year  since  a  violent  hemorrhage 
compelled  him  to  resign  his  charge,  since 
which  time  he  has  calmly  waited  the  Inevit¬ 
able  issue,  though  all  the  time  keeping  up  a 
cheerful  spirit.

Central  ADrlcan  Kxploration, 

Mr.  Henry  M.  Stanley,  the  finder  of  Living¬ 
stone,  who  is  now  a  second  time  in  remote 
Africa,  h&s,  after  a  silence  of  several  months, 
been  heard  from. 


As  is  generally  known,  he 
is  at  the  head  of  an  expedition  sent  out  by 
the  New  York  Herald  and  London  Telegraph, 
which  left  Zanzibar  on  Nov.  17th,  1874.  Mr. 
Stanley  reached  the  shores  of  the  Victoria 
N’yanza  lake  in  the  beginning  of  March,  hav¬ 
ing  accomplished  the  remarkable  tramp  of 
720  miles  in  103  days.  Two  letters,  with  map 
accompaniments,  have  been  received  in  Lon¬ 
don.  Botli  letters  are  dated  from  the  village 
of  Kagehljl,  district  of  Uchambi,  in  the  coun¬ 
try  Usuk  uma,  situated  on  the  Vicroria  N’yanza, 
the  first  on  March  1,  and  the  other  May  15. 
It  appears  from  these  that  this  most  adven¬ 
turous  of  American  travellers  passed  through 
a  totally  new  country,  much  of  it  covered  by 
primeval  forest  and  jungle.  In  this  forest 
country  he  suffered  greatly  from  hunger,  and 
was  engaged  for  several  days  in  a  confiict  with 
a  fierce  and  treacherous  people  called  the  Na- 
tura,  in  which  he  lost  twenty-one  of  his  fol¬ 
lowers.  He  grieves  to  add  that  Edward  Po- 
cock  and  Frederick  Barker  had  succumbed  to 
fever.  Stanley  speaks  of  them  in  terms  of  the 
highest  praise  and  deep  regret.  With  his  di¬ 
minished  force  he  made  a  close  survey  of  the 
great  lake,  Victoria  N’yanza.

There  is  a  truce  on  the  Isthmus  of  Panama, 
with  hope  of  peace. 

The  Fourth  National  Bank  of  Chicago  has 
stopped  payment  and  gone  into  liquidation. 

Maryville  College  has  opened  with  105  stu¬ 
dents. 

The  President  has  accepted  the  resignation 
of  Mr.  Delano,  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

Thirty-five  tribes  contribute  stock  and  speci¬ 
mens  of  industry  to  the  Indian  exposition  at 
Musgokee,  Indian  Territory. 

Jefferson  Davis,  Jr.,  is  twenty-five  years  of 
age,  and  has  spent  the  greater  part  of  his  life 
in  Europe. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  says  that 
the  crop  of  Indian  com.  If  it  could  be  thor¬ 
oughly  ripened,  would  be  the  greatest  ever 
produced ;  but  it  is  late  a  week  or  two  in  ma¬ 
turing. 

Hon.  Z.  B.  Vance  of  North  Carolina,  James 
Stevenson  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  A.  T.  Da¬ 
vidson  of  AshvUle,  North  Carolina,  have  been 
appointed  commissioners  to  appraise  the  lands 
recently  recovered  to  the  Cherokee  Indians  in 
North  Carolina. 

The  statement  that  the  Philadelphia  banks 
had  subscribed  to  the  centennial  fund  to  the 
amount  of  $500,  $300,  $250  and  $50  each,  should 
have  made  it  that  number  of  shares  of  $10  each, 
instead  of  dollars.  This  erratum  multiplies 
tbe  subscription  tenfold. 

John  Boss,  Chief  of  the  Cherokees,  in  his 
address  delivered  at  the  recent  Indian  Agri¬ 
cultural  fair  at  Oomulgee,  said  that  the  In¬ 
dians  in  the  Indian  Territory,  who  number 
70,000,  divided  into  thirty-six  nations  and 
tribes,  harvested  last  year  more  than  six  mil¬ 
lion  bushels  of  wheat.  These  Indians  own 
great  numbers  of  horses  and  cattle,  and  are 
continually  advancing  in  civilization  and  pros¬ 
perity,  while  provisions  for  educating  their 
youth  are  made  upon  the  most  liberal  scale.

Nothing  here  is  spoken  of 
the  wicked,  because  the  object  in  view  did  not 
require  it.  X  thinks  the  little  word  “then,”  in 
the  Greek,  means  a  thousand  years  interval ; 
which  if  he  could  prove  by  his  dictionary, 
would  be  a  fine  help  to  his  Mlllenarianism. 
But  Paul  writes  as  if  the  events  moved  oompact- 
;  ly,  and  not  ohillasti6ally.  “  Christ  the  first 
,  fruits,  afterward  they  that  are  Christ’s  at  his 
coming,  then  oometh  the  end  when  he  (dealing 
!  with  the  bad  as  well  as  good,)  shall  have  put 
tdotni  all  authority  and  power,  for  he  must

McClure’s  Times,  one  of  the  most  able  of 
our  dailies,  after  a  careful  view  of  tbe  situa¬ 
tion  as  it  now  stands,  gives  what  it  regards 
as  the  probabilities,  which,  without  ventur¬ 
ing  either  to  endorse  or  repudiate,  I  think 
worthy  of  being  annexed.

Third,  Mosher  and  Douglass 
hnd  not  the  custody  of  the  child  at  the  time 
of  their  death,  and  oonld  have  told  nothing 
abont  him  beyond  the  person  or  persons  to 
whom  he  had  been  delivered.  We  believe 
that  they  were  but  tbe  paid  instruments  to 
steal  and  deliver  the  child,  and  that  with  the 
performance  of  that  task,  their  knowledge 
of  him  ended.  Fonrth,  Westervelt  did  not 
aid  to  abduct  the  boy,  nor  did  he.  ever  have 
any  knowledge  of  him  beyond  the  fact  that 
he  had  been  stolen.  He  ^d  aid  to  mislead 
the  police,  and  to  protect  the  real  criminals,

$200,000  at  foreclosure  sale  at  Taylor’s  Hotel  | 
in  Jersey  City  on  Saturday,  by  Marcus  L.  Ward 
and  Abraham  S.  Hewitt,  trustees  for  the  bond¬ 
holders.  ^ 

The  Inman  Line  steamship  City  of  Berlin 
arrived  at  Sandy  Hook  at  6 :30  A.  M.,  on  Sat¬ 
urday  last,  making  the  passage  in  7  days,  18 
hours,  and  two  minutes,  actual  time,  from 
Queenstown,  being  the  shortest  passage  ever 
made  across  the  Atlantic,  either  way. 

The  old  police  station  in  Chambers  street, 
abandoned  last  June,  is  now  opened  as  a  free 
hospital,  to  be  known  as  the  “  Branch  of  the 
New  York  Hospital.”  It  has  been  thoroughly 
fitted  up.  The  second,  third,  fourth,  and  fifth 
floors  are  mainly  devoted  to  the  wards,  the 
female  section  being  on  the  fourth  floor.  Each 
ward  has  six  beds,  making  in  all  twenty-four 
beds  for  patients.  That  number  may,  if  occa¬ 
sion  requires,  be  increased  to  forty.  The 
ambulance  connected  with  toe  hospital  is 
in  Duane  street,  near  Broadway,  and  can  be 
summoned  at  any  hour  by  means  of  a  telegraph¬ 
ic  communication  with  the  Fifth  Precinct  Sta¬ 
tion-house.  The  present  consulting  staff  of 
the  hospital  is  composed  of  Drs.  G.  Buck,  T. 
M.  Markoe,  C.  M.  Allin,  H.  M.  Sands,  and  G. 
A.  Peters.  Dr.  George  Bates  is  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  hospital,  and  toe  resident  phy¬ 
sician  is  Dr.  Thomas  R.  Savage.  His  assist¬ 
ants  are  Messrs.  Henry  B.  Savage  and  Alonzo 
Blauvelt.  The  outside  business  is  in  charge 
of  a  weekly  Governing  Committee,  composed 
of  members  of  the  Governing  Committee  of 
toe  New  York  Hospital.  A  couple  of  members 
have  in  charge  toe  daily  inspection. 

Advices  Arom  Abroad. 

Telegraphic  communication  has  been  estab¬ 
lished  between  Peru  and  Brazil. 

General  Loma  has  defeated  toe  Carllsts  on 
the  Valmaseda  line,  cutting  off  their  oommuni- 
oations  with  toe  valley  of  Caranza. 

The  Pope  held  a  consistory  on  Thursday,  at 
which  several  French  and  Spanish  bishops 
were  appointed.  Monsignor  Diez  was  appoint¬ 
ed  Bishop  of  St.  Christopher,  Cuba. 

In  England,  France,  and  Russia  there  has 
been  a  decline  In  wheat,  principally  owing  to 
the  immense  foreign  arrivals.  The  Mark  Lane 
Express  expects  a  recovery  from  this  commer¬ 
cial  depression,  as  toe  foreign  supplies  are 
diminished. 

A  shocking  account  of  the  maltreatment  of 
Jews  comes  from  Bagdad.  One  Jew  was  burnt 
alive  by  the  populace.  The  excuse  for  those 
barbarities  was  that  toe  Jews  had  been  guilty 
of  blasphemy. 

Mr.  Spencer  Hall,  who  succeeded  Michael 
Faraday  as  librarian  of  the  Athenesum  Club  in 
1838,  is  dead.  Also  Major  F.  E.  H.  Farquhar- 
son  of  the  Forty-second  Highlanders,  who 
greatly  distinguished  himself  in  the  Ashantee 
war,  and  returned  invalided  from  Africa. 

The  new  Governor-General  of  West  Siberia 
asks  the  Russian  Government  to  found  a  uni¬ 
versity  in  toat  province,  since  be  is  unable  to 
secure  competent  young  men  for  public  ser¬ 
vice.  In  all  Siberia  there  are  but  fifty  physi¬ 
cians.  The  Minister  ot  Finance  advises  a 
grant  of  250,000  roubles  to  establish  an  insti¬ 
tution  wherein  law  and  medicine  may  be 
taught. 

The  Rev.  Quintiu  Johnson  of  the  Wbiteinoh 
Established  Church,  who,  it  will  be  recollect¬ 
ed,  preached  a  sermon  against  the  revival  dur¬ 
ing  the  stay  of  Messrs.  Moody  and  Sankey  in 
Glasgow,  followed  up  this  line  of  procedure  at 
a  recent  anniversary  of  his  church,  by  inviting 
toe  Rev.  George  Gilflllan  of  Dundee  to  hold 
forth. 

The  German  pilgrims  to  Lourdes  who  ar¬ 
rived  at  Paris  were  20  priests  and  66  laity. 
They  were  accompanied  by  600  Belgians. 
They  were  directed  by  the  gendarmes  to  put 
their  badges  in  their  pockets,  and  In  walking 
not  to  form  in  groups  of  morp  than  ten  each. 
No  violence  was  offered  to  them. 

All  the  despatches  from  the  discontented 
provinces  of  Servia,  Montenegro  and  Bosnia 
show  that,  whatever  may  become  of  the  war, 
permanent  peace  in  Turkish  Europe  can  only 
be  established  by  concessions  from  toe  Porte 
and  a  proper  recognition  of  the  changes  toe 
last  ten  years  have  created.  The  great  powers 
have  advised  the  Porte  and  Servian  govern¬ 
ments  to  refrain  from  hasty  action,  and  if 
moderate  counsels  prevail,  an  adjustment  may 
be  had  of  this  quarrel,  with  which  both  the 
parties  will  be  satisfied.  Anything  less  than 
this  w(ll  simply  postpone,  not  end,  toe  trouble. 
Meantime  encounters  of  a  desultory  sort  are 
going  on. 

France  does  not  love  Bismarck,  but  she  claims 
his  father  as  her  own,  on  the  strength  of  toe 
fact  toat  he  fought  under  the  French  oolors  at 
the  Moskwa,  at  Beresina,  and  was  decorated 
with  toe  Legion  of  Honor  at  the  battle  of  Baut¬ 
zen.  He  came  under  the  French  colors  natur¬ 
ally  enough,  too.  He  was  in  the  service  of 
the  King  of  Wurtemburg  at  toe  time  when  Na¬ 
poleon  absorbed  all  the  loose  German  forces. 

The  Princess  Domenica  Ciarelli  was  left  a 
widow  with  two  sons,  and  toe  elder  died.  Al¬ 
most  crazy  with  sorrow,  the  Prinoesk  was 
ready  to  fight  toe  men  who  brought  toe  coffin, 
and  protested  they  should  not  carry  away  toe 
boy.  In  an  interval  of  calm  the  younger  bro¬ 
ther,  left  alone  with  toe  body  and  toe  coffin, 
resolved  to  cheat  toe  men,  and  help  his  mo¬ 
ther  to  keep  Domenico.  He  hid  the*  oorpse  in 
a  closet,  and  got  into  the  coffin  himself.  He 
was  carried  to  toe  church  without  discovery ; 
but  at  the  church,  nearly  suffocated,  he  groan¬ 
ed,  and  toe  coffin  was  opened,  but  he  died  in 
a  little  while.  Now  toe  mother  is  dead.  All 
this  happened  in  Paris  only  toe  other  day.

New  York,  Monday,  Sept.  27,  1876. 

The  money  market  has  been,  as  usual,  abun¬ 
dantly  easy  for  all  reputable  borrowers.  There 
is  no  change  in  oommerclal  paper.  We  quote  60 
to  90  days  dry  goods  and  grocery  indorsements 
at  4|  to  5  per  cent.  Four  months’  acceptances 
are  5  to  6,  and  good  single  names  6^  to  7|  per 
cent.  The  demand  last  week  at  the  stock  ex¬ 
change  fell  off  considerably  after  a  day  or  two 
of  activity  consequent  on  large  sales  of  long 
stock.  Since  Tuesday  there  has  been  a  pleth¬ 
ora  of  funds,  causing  a  decline  from  3a4  to  l^a 
2  per  cent,  for  loans  on  ordinary  stock  collat¬ 
eral.  On  government  bonds  toe  rate  declined 
to  and  under. 

Saturday's  statement  of  the  associated  banks 
shows  a  loss  of  $623,250  in  the  reserve,  which 
reduces  toe  excess  of  reserve  above  legal  re¬ 
quirements  to  $14,731,250.  The  circulation 
shows  an  Increase  of  $179,600,  but  la  every 


other  item  there  is  a  decrease,  the  loans  being 
down  $456,600,  specie  $117,300,  legal  tenders 
$616,100,  and  deposits  $441,100.  The  decrease 
in  specie  is  smaller  than  generally  anticipated. 
The  falling  off  in  legal  tenders  is  probably  due 
to  continued  shipments  to  toe  interior  to  move 
toe  crops.

During  toe  week  some 
leading  corporations  were  buyers  to  employ 
their  surplus  funds,  which  cannot  find  employ 
ment  on  call  at  even  low  rates  of  interest 
These  purchases  of  bonds  reduced  greatly  the 
floating  supply  on  toe  market,  and  at  the  close 
toe  leading  dealers  found  it  impossible  to  ex»- 
cute  orders  left  with  them  by  banks,  trust  and 
insurance  companies.  In  railroad  mortgagee 
there  was  a  decline  in  some  issues  and  an  ad¬ 
vance  in  others,  but  generally  speaklug  the  de¬ 
mand  was  active  and  prices  well  maintained.
